The Trustees of the Free Public Library to The Minister of Public Instruction. 


Sir, Sydney, 11th March, 1891. 
I have the honor to transmit to you the Twentieth Annual Report of 
the Trustees of the Free Public Library, for the year 1890. 


2. On 1st May the new Library in Macquarie-street, which was completed at 
the end of the previous year, was opened to the public, and the overcrowding, which 
had previously caused much inconvenience to readers, has been thereby, for the 
present, entirely put an end to. 


3. It is with deep regret that the Trustees have to place upon record the 
death of Professor William John Stephens, M.A., F.G.S., who was Chairman of 
the Board from 27th March, 1885, until the date of his death, which took place on 
22nd November. 


4, In recognition of the valuable services which, for twenty-one years, the late 
Professor Stephens had rendered to the Library, the Trustees, at a meeting held on 
10th December, passed a resolution,— That this Board desires to record its sense 
of the great loss which has been sustained by the Free Public Library, Sydney, and 
the Colony at large, in the decease of its Chairman, Professor William John 
Stephens, M.A., F.G.S., &c. (one of the first-appointed Trustees of the Library), 
and to express the same to the surviving members of his family.” 


5, At the same meeting the Hon. James Norton, LL.D., M.L.C., &¢e., was 
unanimously elected President of the Board, as successor to the late Professor 
Stephens, 


6. During the year, 3,190 volumes have been added to the Reference Library, 
1,189 to the Lending Branch, and 294 to Country Library boxes, making a total 
number of 4,653. The books worn out, lost, or withdrawn and deducted from the 
stock numbered twenty-six for the Reference Library and thirty-eight for the 
Lending Branch, leaving 86,284 as the total number of volumes in the Library, 
as detailed in Appendix A. 


7. Appendix H contains a list of 756 volumes acquired by donations and 125 
volumes supplied under the Copyright Act. The Trustees desire specially to record 
the handsome gifts from Mr. Drummond Gilchrist, Woollahra, of R. Holinshed’s 
Chronicles of England, Scotland, and Ireland (black letter edition), imp. Svo., Lond., 
1577 ; with a copy of Plutarch’s Lives, translated out of Greek into French by J. 
Amiot, and out of French into English by Sir T. North, Knt. Fol. Cambridge, 
1676. From Mr. Alexander Oliver (Trustee), a special collection of 284 volumes of 
works relating to the Drink Question, for which a special compartment has been 
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2 
reserved in the Library. From Mr, James Barnet, late Colonial Architect, a 
copper-plate inscription and a glass bottle containing documents, coins, &c., discovered 
on 28th September, 1887, in the foundation-stone of the old Library building, and 
placed there in the year 1843. Also, from Mr. Richard 'Tangye, of Birmingham, a 
rare and curious illustrated poem in MS., relating to Australasia, by “Stormy Jack.” 
12mo. (n.p.), 1815-44. 


8. In consequence of the increased accommodation and conveniences provided 
for readers, the number of visits to the Library increased to 155,822, being 23,839 
in excess of the number recorded for the year 1889. 


9. The Reference Library has been kept open during the year 358 days, 
including Sundays, and the Lending Branch 341 days, also including Sundays. 


10. One hundred and thirty-seven boxes, containing 10,070 volumes, have 
been lent to Country Libraries, and have travelled a distance of 47,737 miles, while 
the demand for boxes is still in excess of supply. A detailed statement of the 
Institutions to which the books have been lent will be found in Appendix E. The 
excess over last year’s issue being forty-two boxes issued, 3,951 books lent, and 
10,832 miles travelled. 


11. In the Appendices A to I will be found statistics giving full information 
as to the working of the Library for the past year, and shows highly satisfactory 
results as to the benefits conferred upon the students and readers who frequent the 
Library.

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APPENDIX G. 
AMENDED REGULATIONS. 


Conprrions upon which books in boxes, each containing lots of about 60 volumes, will be lent by the 
Trustees of the Free Public Library, Sydney, to Libraries in Country Districts of New South 
Wales :— 


1. Books will be lent only to Trustees or Committees of Free Libraries, Schools of Arts, 
Mechanics’ Institutes, or Libraries of Municipalities, that may be beyond the boundaries of the City of 
Sydney. —_ 

2. All books authorized to be lent under these conditions shall be bound in good strong binding, 
placed in boxes constructed of nearly uniform size, and numbered from one upwards. Each box shall 
contain about 60 volumes, according to its catalogue, in which no alteration can be made. 

3. Printed catalogue slips of the contents of each box, stating the value of each book, together 
with forms of application for loans, will be forwarded, free of charge, on application being made to the 
Principal Librarian. . 

4. Trustees or Committees of Country Libraries, &¢., wishing to obtain books on loan, must 
make application in writing, stating which particular box of books they desire to borrow ; and their 
application must be accompanied by an undertaking in the form approved by the Trustees of the Free 
Publie Library, Sydney, to indemnify them against loss. ; 

5. Borrowers, in their applications, must give a full deseription of the Library, room, or building in 
or from which it is proposed to deposit or lend the books, and must specify the time for which they 
desire to retain the use of the books. They must also submit, for the approval of the Trustees, the 
conditions or regulations under which it is proposed to lend any books so obtained from the Trustees, 
who reserve to themselves the right of refusing any application without assigning any reason therefor. 

6. No charge will be made for the loan of any box of books to cover the cost of freight, packing, 
and collating ; but no receipt willbe given for any books returned until they have been collated, and an 
adjustment made for any loss or damage that may be discovered.

SYDNEY FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


(REPORT FROM TRUSTEES FOR 1891.) 
Presented to Parliament by Command. 


The Trustees of the Free Public Library to The Minister of Public Instruction. 
SIR, Sydney, 9 March, 1892. 


I have the honor to transmit to you the Twenty-first Annual Report of 
the Trustees of the Free Public Library for the year 1891. 


2. The vacancy in the Board, caused by the death of Professor W. J. 
Stephens in November, 1890, has been filled up by the appointment of Professor 
Mungo W. MacCallum, M.A., which was gazetted on 28th January following. 


3. The Trustees, with deep regret, have to report the death of the Hon. Sir 
William Macleay, Knt., M.L.C., F.L.S., which took place on Monday, 7th Decem- 
ber. Ata meeting of the Board held on 9th December, it was resolved,—‘ That 
this Board desires to record its sense of the great loss which has been sustained by 
the Free Public Library, Sydney, and the Colony at large, in the decease of the 
Hon. Sir William Macleay, Knt., M.L.C., F.L.8. (the last survivor of the first ten 
appointed Trustees of the Library), and to. express the same to the surviving members 
of his family.” 


4. In April last negotiations were entered into with the executrix of the will 
of the late Professor Stephens for the purchase of the whole of his library, the result 
of which was that the Board obtained a collection consisting of 1,481 volumes of 
choice books and 194 pamphlets for the small sum of £450. 


5. An Australasian Bibliography, being a catalogue of books in the Free 
Public Library, Sydney, up to the end of the year 1888, relating to or published in 
Australasia, has been completed, and special authority of the Colonial Treasurer was 
obtained, through your Department, for printing the same, but owing to the great 
pressure of Parliamentary and other work, the Government Printer was unable to 
make a commencement until Ist October last. The volume will contain about 1,000 
pages, and will be published in three parts—Part I being a general list of authors, 
editors, &c., with full titles. Part II books arranged under authors’ names separately 
for each Colony, viz. :—No. 1, New South Wales; No. 2, Victoria; No. 3, South 
Australia; No. 4, Queensland; No. 5, Western Australia; No. 6, New Zealand ; 
No. 7, Tasmania; No. 8, Polynesia; and No.9, New Guinea. Part III will be 
arranged under subjects and titles, with a eeneral index. It is expected that the 
work will be ready for issue about the end of the year 1892, and that the very large 
demand for the same will soon cover the whole cost of printing. 


6. A new catalogue of the Lending Branch having also been prepared, the 
last sheets are now being printed, and it will be ready for issue in a few weeks. The 


printing of this work has been delayed for more than two years, owing to the quantity 
of 
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of official printing in the hands of the Government Printer and to the Trustees not 
having sufficient funds at their disposal to defray the cost of printing the work at a 
private establishment. 


7. For the Reference Library, at present numbering over 65,000 volumes, a 
new catalogue is in course of preparation upon a complete and concise plan, but the 
labour of bringing out a work of this character is very heavy, and it could not be 
fairly commenced until the re-arrangement of the books in the new Library in 
Macquarie-street, which was completed on 1st May, 1890. It is expected that this 
catalogue will be ready for issue before the end of the year 1893, but in the meantime 
the manuscript is available for readers and students. 


8. The number of volumes added to the Library during the year, as shown in 
Appendix A is—For the Reference Library, 4,645; Lending Branch, 771; Country 
Libraries, 245; total, 5,661; and during the year the number of books transferred, 
worn out, or lost, was 64 for the Reference Library and 81 for the Lending Branch. 
The total number of volumes in the Library on 31st December was 91,945. 


9. In the return comprised in Appendix B, the past year shows an excess of 
4,520 visits to the Library beyond the highest number for any previous year since 
the opening of the Institution in 1869 ; a result which satisfactorily shows that the 
advantages offered to readers and students are more highly appreciated than ever. 


10. During the year 133 Country Libraries were supplied, under the special 
regulations of the Free Public Library, with 19,350 volumes, and the boxes containing 
these volumes travelled a distance of 45,670 miles. A list of the borrowing Insti- 
tutions is given in Appendix E, which shows such a highly satisfactory result that 
the Trustees have ordered sufficient books to fill ten additional boxes, most of which 
will be ready and put into circulation during the year 1892, the demand for loans of 
boxes being still greatly in excess of the supply. 


11. The Reference Library has been kept open during the year on 358 days 
including Sundays, and the Lending Branch, also including Sundays, on 348 days. 


12. The Trustees desire to record their thanks to various donors during the 
year for 556 volumes presented to the Library, a list of which is given in Appendix 
H. Among these gifts may be specially mentioned ‘The Jeypore Portfolio of Archi- 
tectural Details,” presented by H.R.H. the Maharaja of Jeypore; and the original 
Commission, signed by Governor Phillip, appointing Philip Gidley King, Superin- 
tendent and Commandant of Norfolk Island, dated February, 1788, which was 
purchased specially for this Library by Messrs. R. and G. Tangye, of Birmingham, 
fngland, and presented by them free of cost. Under the Copyright Act, the Trustees 
received 130 volumes of books published in the Colony. 


13. The statistics comprised in Appendices A to I give full information as to 
the working of the Library, the results of which are quite as satisfactory as those of 
previous years.

AMENDED REGULATIONS. 


Conpitrons upon which books in boxes, each containing lots of about 60 volumes, will be lent by the 
Trustees of the Free Public Library, Sydney, to Libraries in Country Districts of New South 
Wales :— | 

1. Books will be lent only to Trustees or Committees of Free Libraries, Schools of Arts, 
Mechanies’ Institutes, or Libraries of Municipalities, that may be beyond the boundaries of the City of 
Sydney. hi, i pag 

2. All books authorized to be lent under these conditions shall be bound in good strong binding, 
placed in boxes constructed of nearly uniform size, and numbered from one upwards. Each box shall 
contain about 60 volumes, according to its catalogue, in which no alteration can be made. 

3. Printed catalogue slips of the contents of each box, stating the value of each book, together 
with forms of application for loans, will be forwarded, free of charge, on application being made to the 
Principal Librarian. ’ 

4. Trustees or Committees of Country Libraries, &c., wishing to obtain books on loan, must 
make application in writing, stating which particular box of books they desire to borrow ; and their 
application must be accompanied by an undertaking in the form approved by the Trustees of the Free 
Public Library, Sydney, to indemnify them against loss. 

5. Borrowers, in their applications, must give a full description of the Library, room, or building in 
or from which it is proposed to deposit or lend the books, and must specify the time for which they 
desire to retain the use of the books. They must also submit, for the approval of the Trustees, the 
cofiditions or regulations under which it is proposed to lend any books so obtained from the Trustees, 
who reserve to themselves the right of refusing any application without assigning any reason therefor. 

6. No charge will be made for the loan of any box of books to cover the cost of freight, packing, 
and collating ; but no receipt will be given for any books returned until they have been collated, and an 
adjustment made for any loss or damage that may be discovered.

ies Sydney, 14 March, 1894. 
I have the honor to transmit to you the Report of the Trustees of the 
Free ces Library for 1898, being the Twenty-third Annual Report. 


. On 31st August Mr. Robert Cooper Walker, Principal Librarian and 
ute y to the Board, retired under the provisions of ‘the Civil Service Act of 
1884, after having held office for tw enty-four years, and at a meeting held on 13th 
September the following resolution, concurred in by every member ‘of the Board, 
was passed:—“The Tr ustees of the Free Public Library desire to record their sense 
of the great loss sustained by the Institution through the retirement of Mr. Robert 
Cooper Walker from the office of Principal Librarian, held by him with great credit 
to himself for the last twenty-four years, during which period the Library has 
grown under his fostering care from comparative insignificance to the high position 
which it has attained. And they cordially wish him the prolonged enjoyment of 
the leisure which he has earned by his continuous and intelligent industry in the 
performance of the duties appertaining to his office.” Mr. Henry Charles Lennox 
Anderson, M.A., having been appomted.as Mr. Walker’s successor, took charge of 
the Library on Ist September. 

On 7th October Mr. Walker was gazetted as a Trustee of the Library. 

4. On 30th November Mr. David Weir, Registrar for Country Libraries, 
retired under the provisions of the Civil Service ‘Act of 1884, after thirteen years’ 


faithful service. By rearrangement of the duties of some of the staff, with the view 


of retrenchment, a saving of £157 per annum has been effected. 


During the year 4,143 volumes have been added to the general collection, 
raising the total number to 101,340. The number transferred, worn out, or lost, and 
deducted from the stock, was—Reference Library, 5; Lending Branch, 138. Details 
of the classification are given in Appendix A. 

Appendix B shows the number of visits to have been 216,089, being an 
iucrease of 18,834 over the previous year. The Reference Library was open for 358 
days, and the Lending Branch for 343, including Sundays. — 

The applications for boxes of books issued to Country Libraries and 
Schools of Art are steadily increasing, and it has therefore been found necessary to 
equip three new boxes, making a total of sixty-six now available for distribution. 
During the year, 136 Koren containing 10,612 volumes, were thus lent to seventy- four 
Country Libraries. Full details-are given in Appendix E. 


8. In Appendix C will be found details of the classes of books borrowed from 
the Lending Branch, showing for each class—(a@) the number of volumes available, 
(b) the number is ssued, (c) the daily average of volumes issued. The number of 
tickets issued was 5,310, against 5,202 for the previous year, and the number of 
volumes borrowed 75,869, against 70,649 for 1892, 9, 
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9. In Appendix D some figures are given to show to what extent and in what 
direction the public avail themselves of the resources of the Library on Sundays. 


10. Appendix G contains a list of donations, comprising 1,061 volumes and 
pamphlets of the value of £230; ninety-six, of the value of £65, have also been 
received under the Copyright Act. 


11. In consequence of the crowded state of the Reading Rooms it has been 
found advisable to remove all newspapers and illustrated periodicals from No. 2 
Reading Room, and to fit up and set apart the Northern Gallery of the Lending 
Branch as a Newspaper Room, where all the newspapers published in New South 
Wales, the leading daily and weekly papers of the other Australasian Colonies, and a 
few of the most popular British and American illustrated papers, will be made 
available for the general public. It is hoped that by this means readers of periodicals 
will be attracted from the Reference Library, and more room will be available for 
students. 
The late Principal Librarian closed his official career with the issue of a 
fitting memorial in the shape ofan Australasian Bibliography, a quarto volume of 1,255 
pages, compiled in three parts—I, A Complete List of Authors, &c., with full title ; 
II, Authors of Books relating to Australasia, arranged by Colonies ; Tit A. Complete 
Classified Subject and Title Catalogue, with a General Index to the subjects. . This 
Catalogue of nearly 8,000 Australasian books and pamphlets has been brought down 
to the year 1888 (the centennial year of the Colony) since which time 5,000 more 
have been received, and will be included in a Supplementary Catalogue as soon 
as the other heavy work of the small cataloguing staff will permit. 


13. The General Subject and Author Catalogue of all the books in the Library 
up to the end of 1887 is now in type, and will make a volume of about 800 
pages, and will probably be issued before the close of the present year. In the 
meanwhile a Supplementary Catalogue for each of the last six years will be prepared 
and issued as early as possible. The work of classifying the general Catalogue for 
1887 has also been carried on, together with the main Catalogue, and Classes A, B, 
and C, with complete indexes, are now available. 


14. The Librarian of the Lending Branch—Mr. Cullen—has kept the 
Catalogue of that branch well up to date, the Supplement for 1893 being now ready 
for issue. 


15. I am gratified to be able to report that the staff of the Library perform 
their duties zealously and efficiently, and that the juniors show praiseworthy diligence 
in studying, with the view of making themselves fit for higher duties.

The Trustees of the Public Library of New South Wales to The Minister for 
Public Instruction. 


Sir, Sydney, 12 February, 1896. 


The Trustees have the honor to submit their Report for the year 1895, 
being the T'wenty-fifth Annual Report. 


1. The name of the Institution has been altered, with the authority of the 
Executive Council, to “The Public Library of New South Wales,” in order to 
indicate more exactly the scope of the Library's operations, and its national character. 
Good results are confidently expected in the matter of valuable exchanges and 
donations from foreign countries. 


2. There have been eleven meetings of the Board during the year, the average 
attendance of Trustees being 6. 


83. The general collection of books has been increased by 8,902 volumes, and 
there have been struck off the Reference Library stock 2,029 pamphlets and dupli- 
cates of no value, and from the Lending Branch stock 159 volumes worn out or lost, 
leaving the total number of volumes now in the Library at 110,611, details of the 
classification of which are given in Appendix A. 


4. The Reference Library was open for 355 days, and the attendance rose 
from 131,531 in 1894 to 156,385 in 1895. ‘The Lending Branch was open for 342 
days, and the individual visits increased from 77,568 to 80,782. The accommoda- 
tion of the Newspaper Room has been taxed to the utmost, and the attendance has 
risen from 121,332 (for ten and a half months) to 171,894. Full particulars are 
given in Appendix B. 

5. In the Lending Branch the number of borrowers has risen from 5,986 to 
6,150, and the number of volumes borrowed from 89,217 to 90,820. Appendix C 
comprises details of the classes of books borrowed, showing for each class—(qa) The 
number of volumes available, (2) the number issued, (c) the daily average of 
volumes issued, (d@) the ratio between volumes and issues. 


From these figures it will be seen that fiction comprises only 11°33 per 
cent. of the volumes in the Lending Branch and 29:2 per cent. of the total issues ; 
and that on an average each volume of fiction is borrowed 9°5 times during the 
year. These figures are interesting in view of the fact that in most of the 
popular Libraries in Great Britain and America the works of fiction comprise 
from 40 to 80 per cent. of the volumes contained in them, and often as high 
as 80 to 90 per cent. of the total issues. The comparative lowness of the fore- 
going figures is due to the fact that the Trustees have exercised special care in the 
selection of works of fiction, admitting only those of the best authors, and generally 
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excluding current novels and those of merely ephemeral interest. Readers borrowing 
from the Lending Branch are of a superior class, and can fully appreciate the works 
of such authors as Scott, Lytton, Thackeray, Dickens, and George Eliot. 


6. Some figures are given in Appendix D to show to what extent and in 
what directions the public avail themselves of the contents of the Library on 
Sundays. 


7. The number of Country Libraries applying for the loan of boxes of books 
has increased from 84 to 91; and 164 boxes, containing 12,893 volumes, have been 
sent out, as against 155 boxes, with 12,380 volumes, in 1894. The number of boxes 
available is 72, , containing 5,948 volumes, and, as applicants are much more numerous 
than the boxes, it unfortunately happens that a good deal of delay necessarily occurs 
in supplying the demands of Libraries in country districts. It may be mentioned 
that the Trustees have expended over £4,200 already in connection with the supply 
of books to such Libraries. During the year 272 old and comparatively uninter- 
esting books were removed from the boxes and replaced by 402 new and valuable 
works. The Trustees are well satisfied with the results of this branch of their 
educational work, which is fully appreciated by the 91 Schools of Arts, Municipal 
Libraries, and Free Public Libraries which are thus supplied with a class of literature 
not usually found on the shelves of young Libraries. Full details are given in 
Appendix E, 


8. The donations for 1895 comprise 1,449 volumes and pamphlets, of the 
value of £171 15s., as well as 65 newspapers from the other Australasian Colonies 
and Great Britain, presented to the Newspaper Room. Appendix G contains the 
names of the principal donors. Under the Copyright Act, 203 volumes and 
pamphlets of the value of £35 11s. 6d. have been received, and also 253 newspapers 
and periodicals published in New South Wales. 


9. The Newspaper Room is now supplied with 340 newspapers from the 
Australasian Colonies, Great Britain, United States, South Africa, and Japan, and 
is daily thronged by respectable men, principally of the working classes. ‘The 
accommodation is quite inadequate for the numbers who wish to refer to the papers, 
and many are often unable to gain admission. The building is very uncomfortable, 
being more like a large oven than a library reading room. The temperature during 
the past year has ranged from 42° to 108° F., the maximum for the past month 
ranging between 81° and 108° F., and the average being 92°6° F. If a suitable 
building for the Lending Library and the Newspaper Room could be secured in a 
central part of the city, the usefulness of the Institution and the comfort of the 
readers and the officers would be largely increased. 


10. The usefulness of the Library has been extended by the loan of special 
boxes of books to circles of students in country districts, more especially to those 
attending University Extension Courses of Lectures. <A selection of the best text- 
books to illustrate courses of lectures on Darwinism, Elizabethan Literature, 
Teachers of Modern Thought, and The British Empire, has been made, and they 
have been lent to groups of students at Goulburn, Nowra, Camden, Cootamundra, 
Junee, Tamworth, Berry, and East Maitland. A selection of valuable text-books 
on Astronomy and Geology has been made for the use of a class of private students 
at Young Wallsend. A number of individual students throughout the country, 
who are studying for University examinations or pursuing special lines of research, 
under the disadvantages incidental to isolation in country districts, have been 
assisted with the loan of parcels of books, whenever practicable. 


11. Satisfactory progress has been made with the preparation and publication 
of catalogues. The General Author Catalogue (1869-1887) after being set up by the 
staff of this Library has been printed by the Government Printer, and forms a large 
volume of 833 quarto pages. The Supplement for the years 1888-1892 has been 
issued in a volume of 250 quarto pages. All the books received in 1895 have been 
catalogued and the titles printed on slips, which are cut up and pasted into a current 
catalogue, as promptly as possible, so that the whole of the books received up to 
December, 1895, are now in printed catalogues availabie to the public. The index 
of the books received during 1893-1895 has ‘been kept up to date. The staffis now 
occupied with a general Dictionary Index for the main Author Catalogue of 1869— 
1887 and the Supplement 1888-1892, and this index will be ready for the Printer in 

another 
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another year. ‘To expedite this very important and urgent work, a qualified gentle- 
man was specially engaged for one year from October 14ht, 1895. A Guide to the 
catalogues of the Library has also been issued, giving all the classes, sub-classes, and 
sections (about 5,000) now used in classifying and indexing the books for the 
General Dictionary Index, and showing by cross-references how the sections are 
related to each other, and to the sub-classes. By means of this Guide the whole of 
the Cataloguing Staff are enabled to work on a common plan without confusion or 
loss of time, and Students can find at once what sections of literature are represented 
in the Library. The Supplementary Catalogue of the Lending Branch for 1895 is 
now in the Printer’s hands. 


12. The classes instituted by the peneipal Librarian for the instruction of 
the Junior Officers, and held on two afternoons in each week, have been attended py 
ten of the assistants and attendants, and the results have been very satisfactory, as 
evinced by increased intelligence Ent determination to fit themselves for higher 
duties. he officers on the stat are generally efficient in their respective duties, Titi 
show a commendable desire to learn the higher branches of Library work. 


13. The whole of the necessary binding has been done by the Government 
Printer, in a style quite equal to that previously received from London, and with no 
increase of cost. 


14. At the instance of the Melbourne Public Library steps have been taken 
to form a Library Association of Australasia, which may be expected to advance 
the usefulness of Libraries throughout the Colonies. The Trustees have consented 
to allow this Library to be represented at the preliminary Conference to be held in 
Melbourne on 14th April, 1896.

The Trustees of the Public Library of New South Wales to The Minister for 
Public Instruction. 


Sir, Sydney, 10 February, 1897. 


The Trustees have the honor to submit their Report for the year 1896, 
being their Twenty-sixth Annual Report. 


1. The Board have to record with regret the death of Mr. John Stewart on July 
30th, 1896, after twenty-three years’ service, commencing on April 20th, 1878, 
and of the Hon. Sir J. G. L. Innes, Kt., who died in London on October 26th, 
having served on the Board since February 1}th, 1879. 


In January Sir William Windeyer went to England on leave of absence, and 
the Board placed on record their high sense of the value of his services to this Library. 


There have been twelve meetings of the Board during the year, the average 
attendance being five. 


2. The general collection of books has been increased by 5,525 volumes, and 
after allowing for 116 struck off the Lending Branch stock as worn out or lost, the 
total number now in the Library is 115,908, details of the classification of which are 
eiyen in Appendix <A. 


3. The Reference Library was open for 359 days, and the attendance reached 
174,130, being an increase of 17,742 over that of the previous year. The Lending 
Branch was open for 349 days, and the total number of borrowers’ visits reached 80,928, 
showing a small increase of 146. The attendance at the Newspaper Room fell off from 
171,894 to 161,124. ‘The average daily attendance at the Library for the year was 
1,167. Details are given in Appendix B. 

4. In the Lending Branch the borrowers numbered 6,061, which is a decrease 
of 89 on the previous year. In Appendix C will be found details of the classes of 
books taken out by borrowers, showing for each class—(a) the number of volumes 
available at the end of the year; (/) the number issued during the year; (¢) the daily 
average of volumes issued ; (d) the ratio between volumes and issues. ‘These figures 
show that fiction forms 11:7 per cent. of the volumes in the Lending Branch and 28°3 
per cent. of the total issues; and that each volume of fiction was borrowed, on an 
average, 8'5 times during the year. 

5. The figures given in Appendix D serve to show to what extent and in what 
directions the public avail themselves of the contents of the Library on Sundays.

6. The number of Country Libraries applying for the loan of boxes of books 
has increased from 91 to 107; and 172 boxes, containing 14,208 volumes, were sent 
out, as against 164 boxes, with 12,893 volumes, in the previous year. ‘Two more 
boxes were equipped during 1896, 268 new volumes added to the stock available for 
loan in this way, and 85 volumes were withdrawn, leaving the total 6,131 volumes. 


The Trustees are of opinion that the Country Libraries which benefit by this 
system of exchange may fairly be asked to make a yearly contribution to a fund 
which will by degrees equip a number of new boxes with the best modern literature 
of all classes, until there shall be at least enough boxes to supply all applicants, and 
thus ensure a rapid circulation of about 10,000 ‘volumes among 150 centres through- 
out the Colony. 

A yearly contribution of £5 from each Country Library would thus provide 
about 1,500 volumes each year, which rate of imerease would soon make it possible 
for every Library to borrow 400 volumes per annum, at an average cost to them- 
selves of 3d. per volume—the State paying all costs of transit. 


The donations for the past year comprise 1,504 volumes and pamphlets, of 
the value of £417 6s. Gd., of which 356 were placed among the duplicates, but are 
valuable for exchange purposes; and also 76 newspapers supplied regularly from 
Great Britain and British Colonies for the use of the Newspaper Room. Appendix 
G contains the names of the principal donors. Under the Copyright Act 256 
volumes and pamphlets, to the value of £29 11s. 1d., have been received, as well as 
2712 anne Ss and periodicals published in New South Wales. 

The Newspaper Room is now supplied with newspapers from different 
parts of the world, and is evidently appreciated by the large number of respectable 
men who frequent it every day. The Trustees would reiterate the remarks of their 
last Report as to the unsuitability of the old iron building which is being used for a 
SHE Branch and Newspaper oom. 


The practice of lending special collections of text-books to groups of 
ual ars in country districts has been continued with encouraging results, and is 
much appreciated by the students and the University Extension ‘Board. 


10. Steady progress has been made with the preparation of catalogues. A 
Supplement containing the books added to the Library in the years 1893- 95 is now 
ready for the Printer, ‘and a very complete Index to the same will be finished within 
three months. A Supplement for the year 1896 has been issued in quarterly parts 
by our own staff, and these parts are now combined in one alphabet, and ready with 
the Index for printing in one volume. ‘The type of this Supplement will be kept 
standing, and the quarterly slips printed during this year will be combined with 
it at the end of 1897 to form a two years’ Supplement, and so on till a large five 
years’ Supplement shall have been put together. An Index covering the “whole 
of the 60,000 books received from 1869 to 1892 will, we hope, be ready | for printing 
by the middle of this year. The cataloguing of the books in the Lending Branch 
has been steadily kept up to date. 


11. ‘This Library was represented at the Library Conference held in Melbourne 
in April last by the Principal Librarian. An Australasian Library Association was 
formed, and it was decided that the first general meeting of the Association should be 
held in Sydney about Easter of this year. With this end in view the Hon. Dr. N orton, 
M.L.C., Professor MacCallum, and Mr. H.C. L. Anderson were elected the Executive 
Officers for 1897. A further communication with regard to this proposed meeting will 
be addressed to you. 

12. The Officers of the staff are efficient and diligent, and are generally zealous 
in working to make themselves fit for any duties that may be assigned to them. 


13. The question of providing more accommodation is becoming a pressing 
one, for within a short time all the available space in this Library will be occupied. 


During the past year the work connected with administering the Copyright 

Act of 1879 has been transferred to the Library, and a considerable amount of space 
has been taken up by the necessary Registers and Exhibits. The officer entrusted 
rae editing the Historical Records of New South Wales has also been transferred to 
the Library Staff, and a further encroachment on the rooms hitherto assigned to 


Spout students has been found necessar y. The Trustees feel it their duty to urge 
the 
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the advisability of considering at once how the further accommodation which will be 
necessary in the near future is to be provided. ‘The splendid site which was bought 
for this Library with a special Parliamentary grant has not yet been devoted to any 
other purpose, and it is a question for immediate attention whether the difficulty 
should not be boldly faced by using the site as originally intended, and removing the 
Reference Library, together with the Lending Branch and Newspaper Room which 
must disappear in a “short time to make room for the proposed Parliamentary 
buildings, to a central position where they would be more accessible, and their general 
usefulness thereby largely increased. The Trustees are of opinion that it is both 
impracticable and inexpedient to attempt to enlarge the present building with any 
hope of providing suitable accommodation for the work now being done at the Lending 
Branch, or for the prospective requirements of a National Library for New South 
Wales.

The Trustees of the Public Library of New South Wales to The Minister for 
Public Instruction. 


Sir, Sydney, 12 January, 1898. 


The Trustees have the honor to submit their Report for the year 1897, 
being their Twenty-seventh Annual Report. 


1. The Board have to record with regret the death of Mr. R. C. Walker on 
July 25th, and of Sir William Windeyer on September 11th. Mr. Walker was the 
first Librarian of this Library, and after twenty-four years’ honorable service he 
retired on a pension on August 31st, 1893. He was shortly afterwards appointed a 
Trustee, and his long experience was of great value to the Board. He attended the 
meetings of the Board most regularly, and maintamed a keen personal interest in 
the work of the Library. He was at the time of his death exercising general 
supervision over the Library, and acting as Secretary to the Board during the 
absence of Mr. Anderson in England. Sir William Windeyer was appointed a 
Trustee on 29th April, 1884, and always took an active interest in the work of the 
Board and in advancing its best interests. There now remain seven Trustees. 


2. There were fifteen meetings of the Trustees during the year, the average 
attendance being four. 


3. The general collection of books has been increased by 5,889 volumes, and 
after allowing for 126 volumes struck off the Lending Branch stock as worn out or 
lost, the total number now in the Library is 119,842. The Reference Library stock 
was reduced by 3,992 duplicates, which were exchanged for about 1,100 volumes 
suitable for the boxes issued to Country Libraries. These will be taken on stock this 
year. Details of the classification of the Library are given in Appendix A. 


4. The Reference Library was open for 347 days, including 50 Sundays, and 
the attendance reached 174,887, being an increase of 757 over that of the previous 
year. The Lending Branch was open for 344 days, including 48 Sundays, and the 
total number of borrowers’ visits reached 81,431, showing an increase of 503. 
The attendance at the Newspaper Room was 154,669, being 6,455 less than in 
1896. ‘The average week-day attendance at the Library was 1,306, and on Sundays 
(four hours) 400. Details are given in Appendix B. 


5. In the Lending Branch the borrowers numbered 5,955, which shows a 
decrease of 106 on the number of the previous year. In Appendix C will be found 
details of the classes of books borrowed, showing for each class (a) the number of 

volumes 
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volumes available at the end of the year; (0) the number issued during the year ; 
(c) the daily average of volumes issued ; (@) the ratio between volumes and issues. 
These figures show that fiction forms 12°4 per cent. of the volumes in the Lending 
Branch, and 32'2 per cent. of the total issues, and that each volume of fiction was 
borrowed on an average nearly nine times during the year. 


6. The figures given in Appendix D show to what extent and in what 
directions the public avail themselves of the contents of the Library on Sundays. 


7. During the year two new boxes of books were equipped for loan to 
Country Libraries, making the total number available 76; the number of volumes 
added to stock was 314, making a total of 6,445. There were 179 boxes containing 
14,852 volumes, sent out to 99 Country Libraries. In order to overtake the demand 
for these parcels of books, the Trustees propose to equip at once 25 new boxes of a 
smaller pattern than that now in use, and calculated to hold about 50 books each. 


8. The donations for the year amounted to 1,072 volumes and pamphlets, of 
the value of £148 9s. 11d.; and also 51 newspapers supplied regularly from Great 
Britain and the British Colonies for the use of the Newspaper Room. Appendix G 
contains the names of the principal donors. Under the Copyright Act 164 volumes 
and pamphlets, to the value of £27 8s. 2d., have been received, as well as 263 
newspapers and periodicals published in New South Wales. ‘There can be no doubt 
that publishers in this Colony are very remiss in complying with the provisions 
of the Copyright Act of 1879, and the Trustees are’ determined to take steps to 
enforce their rights in this matter. 


9. 'The Newspaper Room is now supplied with 351 newspapers from different 
parts of the world, and has become a valuable and popular branch of the Library. 
The Trustees consider that this room should be comfortable and well-lighted, fitted 
with convenient stands, and supplied with bound volumes of some of the leading 
British, American, Indian, South African, and Australasian papers, with all those 
published in New South Wales, but they do not feel justified in recommending any 
expenditure on the present building, in view of the probability of its early resumption 
for Parliamentary purposes. They, however, feel it to be their duty to draw the 
Minister’s attention to the increasingly uncomfortable and dangerous condition of 
the only room now available for this purpose. 


10. The practice of lending special collections of text-books to groups of 
students in country districts has been continued with encouraging results, and is 
much appreciated by the students and the University Extension Board. 


11. The work of cataloguing has gone on steadily. The Supplement for the 
years 1893-5 was issued during the year, and the Author Catalogue is now complete 
to date. The Supplement for 1896 with a very complete Index was issued early in 
the year. The books received during the year 1897 were catalogued week by week, 
and small supplements were issued four times during the year. ‘These are now being 
combined with the Supplement for 1896 into one alphabet, and will be worked off 
with the Index as a two years’ Supplement within a few weeks. ‘The work of 
indexing all the books in the Library is still going on, and has proved to be a much 
longer task than was anticipated. Three of the senior members of the staff are 
engaged almost exclusively upon this important duty, and have at least another year’s 
work before them. 


12. In order to provide more room for new books, the duplicates, which had 
accumulated to the number of 5,215 during the twenty-seven years’ existence of the 
Library, were picked out of stock. Any of them which were of value for special 
reasons were kept in duplicate, and a fair number were kept in triplicate. ‘Tenders 
were invited for the remainder from three firms which were likely to deal in such 
stock. The tender of Messrs. Angus & Robertson—the only firm which made an 
offer—was accepted, and the Trustees have received about 1,100 volumes of high-class 
modern literature of the value of £2538 in exchange for them. It is proposed to 
equip twenty-five new boxes with these books for loan to Country Libraries. In 
this way a box will be available for each institution desiring to borrow, and the 
present delay in supplying requisitions will be obviated. After a careful analysis of 
the results of the subsequent auction sale of the choicest of the duplicates, exchanged

as before-mentioned, and with the knowledge that a large proportion of the volumes 
were Directories, Army and Navy Lists, and other publications of no commercial 
value, the Trustees are well satisfied that the exchange alluded to has been of 
advantage to the Library. 


18. Owing to the extra demands for space in connection with Copyright 
administration and the editing of the Historical Records, it has been found neces- 
sary further to curtail the accommodation for special students, as distinguished 
from casual readers. There are now practically no facilities available for the increas- 
ing number of persons who wish to pursue special lines of research, to consult a 
number of books for reference purposes, or to copy plates, pictures, or drawings. 
The accommodation for the administrative work of the Library is quite inadequate, 
and the Trustees hope that the problem of providing room for the legitimate expan- 
sion of the Library’s functions will engage the Minister’s early attention. 


14. In consequence of an invitation to the Principal Librarian to attend the 
Second International Library Conference in London in July last, the necessary leave 
of absence was granted to enable him to attend the Conference and to visit the chief 
Libraries of Great Britain. Mr. Anderson was absent on this duty for five months, 
and shortly after his return he presented a comprehensive report to the Trustees, 
which, after a very careful consideration by the Board at three meetings, was 
forwarded to the Minister for his information. The visit of the Principal Librarian to 
Great Britain has already been productive of great benefit to the Library at 
comparatively insignificant expense, and will be of further benefit in various ways 
in future. 


15. As the Library copy of vol. 1 of the Sydney Gazette (1803-4) had 
become illegible in parts owing to constant use, and could not be replaced, the 
‘Trustees found it necessary to have it reproduced by photo-lithography. This volume 
has a great value as a bibliographical curiosity, and is our greatest historical treasure. 
A fac- ‘simile of it will be very welcome alike to the British Museum, to all students 
of early Australian History, and to book-collectors throughout the world. 


16. During his visit to Great Britain the Principal Librarian secured some 
choice books and fac-similes of great bibliographical treasures which are worthy of a 
place in a National Library, and cannot be got in the Australian Colonies. The 
most interesting was the MS. Journal of Lieutenant Philip Gidley King of his 
voyage to Sydney with Governor Phillip in the “Sirius.” Other noteworthy 
volumes are a fac-simile of the Codex Vaticanus—a MS. of the Scriptures of the 
Fourth Century, now in the Vatican Library—fac-similes of all the quartos of 
Shakespeare, and rare volumes of the earliest Tasmanian Newspapers.

The Trustees have the honor to submit their Report for the year 1898, 
being their twenty-eighth Annual Report. 


1. The general collection of books has been increased by 7,174 volumes, but 
it has been found necessary to strike off 2,606 volumes from the Lending Branch 
stock as worn out or lost since its formation, leaving the total number now in the 
Library as 124,401. Details of the classification of the Library are given in 
Appendix A. 


2. The Reference Library was open for 353 days, including 51 Sundays, and 
the attendance was 176,879, being an increase of 1,992 over that of the previous 
year. ‘The Lending Branch was open for 345 days, including 50 Sundays, and the 
total number of borrowers’ visits reached 85,436, showing an increase of 4,005. The 
attendance at the Newspaper Room for 357 days, including 51 Sundays, was 162,170, 
being 7,501 more than in 1897. The average daily attendance at the Library was, 
on weekdays, 1,838, and on Sundays (4 hours) 3887. Details are given in Appendix B. 


3. Inthe Lending Branch the borrowers numbered 6,348, being 893 more 
than in the previous year. Each borrower used, on an average, nearly 15 books 
during the year. In Appendix C will be found details of the classes of books used, 
showing for each class (a) the number of volumes available at the end of the year ; 
(0) the number issued during the year; (c) the daily average of volumes issued ; 
(d) the ratio between volumes and issues. ‘These figures show that fiction forms 9°3 
per cent. of the volumes in the Lending Branch, and 34°6 per cent. of the total 
issues; and that each volume of fiction was borrowed, on an average, 14 times 
during the year. ‘The fiction of the Lending Branch has been very carefully 


selected, and comprises only the choicest works of the best authors in that depart- 
ment of literature. 


4, The figures given in the Appendix D show to what extent and in what 
directions the public avail themselves of the contents of the Library on Sundays. 


5. During the past year 25 new boxes of books were equipped for loan to 
country libraries and groups of students, making the total number now available 101 ; 
the number of volumes added to the stock was 1,094, making the total 7,539. These 
new boxes, holding from 40 to 50 books each, are not much more than half the size 
of the old ones, and this is found to be such an improvement that it is proposed to 
cut down the old boxes to the same size and increase the number so that there may 
be a box for every applicant. There were 231 boxes, containing 17,253 volumes, 
sent to 112 country centres, and these boxes travelled no less than 81,303 miles. 
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The Trustees are of opinion that this branch of their educational work is worthy of 
every encouragement, and that these boxes have been the means of extending know- 
ledge, intellectual pleasure, and brightness to many homes, and of relieving the 
dreariness and monotony of the lives of many persons living in the remoter parts of 
the Colony ; and they would be glad to see the number of boxes largely increased, 
so that even the remotest villages and groups of settlers and young people growing 
up on the soil may eventually be reached. Appendices E and F give further details. 


6. The donations for the year numbered 3,098 volumes and pamphlets, of the 
value of £716 9s., besides 104 newspapers, comprising 12,374 individual issues, 
which were gratuitously supplied by the proprietors from Great Britain and the 
British Colonies for the use of the Newspaper Room. Appendix H. contains the 
names of the principal donors, amongst which the most notable is the British 
Museum, which has generously presented copies of the whole of its very valuable 
publications. Under the Copyright Act 3894 volumes and pamphlets, 21 photo- 
eraphs, and 7 maps, to the value of £42 16s. 9d., were received, as well as 273 
newspapers, comprising 22,240 issues, published in New South Wales. Every 
effort has been made to impress publishers with their obligations to the Library 
under the Copyright Act of 1879, but many of them are still very remiss in comply- 
ing with its provisions. 


7. The Newspaper Room is now regularly supplied with 377 newspapers, 
numbering last year 34,614 single issues, from Great Britain, United States, Canada, 
South Africa, India, Fiji, Samoa, Japan, and all the Australasian Colonies. The 
average daily attendance has been 505, but this number will probably be doubled 
under the more favourable conditions in prospect for the coming year. Hitherto 
the copy of each provincial paper received in terms of the Copyright Act has been 
made available at once for daily use in the room, but only a few of the leading 
country newspapers have been filed and bound for future Mesteays The proprietors 
have been asked to supply two copies of their papers, so that one may be available 
for use in the room, and the other bound for future service in the Reference 
Library. The Trustees recognise the fact that complete files of all the newspapers 
published in New South Wales should be kept in the National Library, as they will 
be of great value in future years, and may be procurable nowhere else, not even in 
the proprietors’ offices. 


8. As far as the resources of the Library will allow, everything possible has 
been done to encourage students in country districts, and the ‘scientific and rarer 
works in the Lending Branch, together with any duplicates in the Reference 
Library, have been as freely lent to country students as to those in the metropolitan 
district. 


9. The work of cataloguing has gone on steadily. ‘Typewritten lists of the 
more ae ae books were posted in the vestibule every month, and the quarterly 
lists containing all accessions were printed by our own staff and promptly made 
available in the Reading Rooms. These quarterly lists are now being incorporated 
with the existing two-year’ supplement for 1896-7, the type of which has been 
kept standing, and thus a three- -years’ supplement for 1896-8 will shortly be avail- 
able, of which a limited number of copies will be struck off and bound for the use 
of the public and the library staff. This process will be repeated for two more 
years, at the end of which time there will be a five-years’ supplement, consisting of 
about 1,000 pages. It will then probably be expedient to print it off, and commence 
another. This current supplement contains a full catalogue of authors, with a 
copious Subject Index. The system here described is found to suit our conditions 
admirably, for it enables us to have printed catalogues of our books always up to 
date, available for the public and the Library Staff; and at the same time it obviates 
the serious difficulty of having a number of small supplements in use. Three senior 
members of the staff are still engaged for the greater part of their time in indexing 
the Library, and grouping the whole of the books in the Reference Library under 
about 6,000 appropriate subject-headings, so that students may be able to discover 
at once not only what books but what chapters of books, magazine articles, and 
scientific papers hidden in the proceedings of Austr alasian scientific societies, on 
any important subject of human thought and knowledge, are obtainable in ‘this 
Library. 

In 
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In order to ensure perfect uniformity of method and economy of labour the 
Principal Librarian has compiled and published a “ Guide to the System of 
Cataloguing,” which gives the rules for cataloguing and indexing adopted in this 
Library, and the list of subject headings now in use, showing very fully by cross- 
references how different sections are correlated, and what choice has been made 
between synonymous and variant headings. It is encouraging to know that the 
most favourable criticisms on the value of this work have been received from the 
principal libraries of Great Britain and the United States, and that it has already 
proved to be of great service in many other libraries besides our own, for the benefit 
of which it was primarily compiled. 


10. On 17th October an intimation was received from Mr. David Scott 
Mitchell, M.A., Barrister-at-Law, of his determination to bequeath his magnificent 
Australasian collection of 30,000 books, pictures, maps, engravings, manuscripts, 
autographs, and photographs to the Library on condition that the Government would 
take early steps to erect a suitable building for a National Library, and make provision 
therein for keeping the collection by itself, and making it freely available for students 
of Australasian history. The Minister for Public Instruction (Hon. J. A. Hogue, 
M.P.) conveyed to Mr. Mitchell the Government’s grateful acceptance of the gift, 
and as soon as a site has been definitely chosen it is hoped that steps will be 
taken for the erection of a building suited to the future requirements of the National 
Library of this growing Colony. In this connection it is worthy of note that the 
present Premier (Hon. G. H. Reid, M.P.), carried a motion in the Legislative 
Assembly in March, 1881, in opposition to the Ministry of the day, in favour of 
building a new library on the site of the old Immigration Barracks, now called 
Chancery Square. In 1879 the Parhament had voted the sum of £150,000 for a 
new library, and in August, 1880, the Trustees made a special report in favour of 
the site afterwards approved by the Legislative Assembly. On 20th June, 1883, the 
Hon. G. H. Reid, M.P., then Minister for Public Instruction, informed the Trustees 
that “the Government had determined to erect a Free Public Library on a block of 
Crown land at the top of King-street, where the Dmmigration Barracks, District Court, 
and the Colonial Architect’s office now stand.” ‘The Trustees at once assured the 
Minister of their entire satisfaction ‘“‘that the position of the site had. been finally 
chosen, and that one so suitable in every respect had been found.’ The Board 
now, after a lapse of sixteen years, again express the opinion that no more suitable 
site can possibly be chosen for a National Library. 


Mr. Mitchell has lately intimated his keen desire to see some adequate 
provision made for his collection at once, and that he is prepared to hand over 
15,000 volumes as soon as practicable, in order to make room for the accessions which 
he is continually making. 


The monetary value of this library cannot be estimated, though it has been 
valued at £100,000 by gentlemen entitled to express an opinion; but it is of peculiar 
interest to this country, for it contains many works and manuscripts of unique 
value, and the addition of it to our own very good Australasian collection will make 
this Library pre-eminently the Library of Australasia, and one of the large special 
libraries of the world. 


Mr. Mitchell is daily enriching his collection with treasures gathered from all 
parts of Australasia, and from London, the great market for all kinds of biblio- 
eraphical rarities, and as he has now become our ally instead of our rival, our limited 
resources are relieved from the heavy cost of supplementing our Australasian 
collection. 


10. In consequence of the representations of the Trustees as to the condition 
of the old building used during the past fourteen years for the Lending Branch and 
the Newspaper Room, the Minister has made arrangements with the City Council 
for the lease of two large, convenient, and well-lighted rooms in the Queen Victoria 
Market Buildings for four years, from 1st January, 1899. It is believed that the 
sphere of usefulness of these branches will be thereby much enlarged, and we trust 
the Minister will see his way to make adequate provision for maintaining their 
operations in a manner worthy of the city of Sydney and of the best traditions of the 
large libraries of Great Britain and America. With an increased clientéle there will 
necessarily be a demand for more copies of all the most popular books, and heavier 
expenses for binding. nity: 
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11. The question of binding has become a very pressing one, and demands 
special consideration. As the Library grows the expense for binding grows in a still 
greater ratio, for the new books must be bound and old ones re-bound. After much 
consideration, the Trustees have determined, so far as regards the Reference Library, 
to bind the most valuable books in half-morocco, the common ones in half-pegamoid, 
and to leave the new ones in their original bindings as long as possible; but, as many 
of them, especially donations from other countries, are sent in paper covers, it is 
necessary to bind them before they can be allowed to gointo use. It has been found 
expedient to re-stitch and bind in half-pegamoid all new books intended for the 
Lending Branch and country boxes, 


As the Government Printer cannot undertake to bind for the Library more 
than 1,800 volumes a year, the Trustees hope the Minister will make special provision 
in the next Estimates for the binding of all the circulating books by some private 
firm able to do the work well and promptly. The estimated requirements for the 
current year will be—

Assuming that fe. binding for the Reference Library is all done by the 
Government Printer, the extra cost of keeping the volumes in the Lending Branch 
and country boxes in a satisfactory condition will be £200 for the year. 


12. The annual stock-taking in December showed that 503 volumes were 
missing from the original stock of the Reference Library, as compared with 481 at the 
close of 1897. It is evident that some persons are illegally removing books from the 
Library, for books which are found to be missing at the monthly checkings of the 
shelves are found replaced on the shelves some months later. Every effort is being 
made to detect and make an example of some of the offenders, in order to deter 
others from such disgraceful conduct. 


During the year one man was caught in the act of stealing a Library book, 
and received three months’ imprisonment. Another man was prosecuted for damaging 
a book issued to him from the Lending Branch, and had to pay the value of the 
book, £1 10s. 


The stock-taking of the Lending Branch showed that 2,606 volumes had been 
lost, worn out, or damaged beyond repair since its opening fourteen years ago. 
. =a . : : ? 5 
These have been struck off stock, and our aim will be to keep the present collection 
complete and in good condition, rather than to attempt to largely increase it with 
our limited means. 


13. It has been found expedient to make two special reserves in the Reference 
Library, and to provide that books included therein may be referred to only on 
written application, viz. :— 


(a) Books of special value demanding exceptional care. 
(6) Books which should not be indiscriminately issued to all classes of 
readers. 


In the great reference libraries of the Old World no book whatever is issued 
except on written requisition ; and this system has been found to be very useful in 
helping library authorities to trace damages and losses. 


14. The experience of the past fourteen vears has convinced the .Trustees 
that it is necessary to initiate a system of fines, to be imposed on borrowers who keep 
books beyond the specified period, for this habit has grown to such an extent as to 


be an annoyance to the great body of borrowers, and a cause of much extra work to 
the staff. 


A set of more stringent regulations was drawn up and approved by the 
Trustees for formal submission to the Attorney-General, but he reported that the 
Trustees, not being a corporate body, had no power to make or enforce such regula- 
tions. This emphasises the necessity of incorporating the Library, as has been done 
with every similar institution in the world, and the Trustees hope that the Minister 

will 
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will take an early opportunity of introducing the necessary Bill authorising the 
Trustees to hold this Library in trust and to receive bequests, and to administer all 
property entrusted to Sica 


15. A suggestion was received from the Public Works Department that some 
of the electric power generated in the Government Printing Office might be utilised 
for lighting the Library, and it was represented that the cost of installation (£280) 
would be saved ina year, as the extra annual cost incurred would be very small. 
The Trustees cordially approved, as the electric light is admittedly the ideal light 
for a library; but provision for this work has yet to be made in the Estimates. 


16. The indicator now in use in the Lending Branch having become obsolete 
and useless for the latest methods of library economy, the Trustees determined to 
adopt the latest model obtainable from Great Britain, and asked for the purchase of 
Chiver’s Indicator for 30,000 volumes, but regret to learn that the Public Service 
Tender Board cannot at present supply the necessary funds—£290. It is not 
possible to work a Lending Library, where open access to the shelves is not allowed, 
in the most efficient manner without a good indicator, which not only shows the 
public what books ave at present available, but also greatly helps the Library Assist- 
ants in their routine work. 


17. The Library Association of Australasia, which was formed in Melbourne 
in 1896, held its first general meeting in Sydney, in October 1898. ‘The Trustees 
had pleasure in assisting the meeting by every means in their power, and are con- 
fident that much good to the Library movement in this country has resulted from 
the Assecciation’s operations. The best country libraries have been brought into 
closer touch with this the National Library and with each other, and the outcome 
must be generally beneficial. 


On August 31st Mr. M. F. Cullen, the Librarian of the Lending Branch, 
was transferred by the Public Service Board to an important position in the Govern- 
ment Printing Office, and Mr. I’. M. Bladen, who had already been attached to the 
Library Staff as Editor of the Historical Records, was appointed to the position.

Public Library of New South Wales, 
Sir, Sydney, 14 March, 1900. 


In accordance with the provisions of ‘‘The Public Library and Art 
Gallery Act, 1899,” the Trustees beg to submit their Report for the year 1899, 
being the twenty-ninth Annual Report of the Institution. 


1. There were fourteen meetings of the Trustees during the year, the average 
attendance being between five and six. In March seven additional Trustees were 
appointed, viz., The Chaneellor of the Sydney University (Hon. Dr. Henry Norman 
MacLaurin, M.A., M.D., M.L.C.) ex officio; Professor Tannett William Edgeworth 
David, B.A., F.G.S.; Professor Thomas Butler, B.A.; Hon. John Hughes, M.I.C. ; 
Hon. Alexander Kethel, M.L.C.; Lachlan John Brient, Esquire; William Wood, 
Esquire. 


The attendances were as follow:—Hon. James Norton, LL.D., 12; Hon. 
J. EK. Burns, 12; Hon. A. Kethel, 8*; Hon. J. Hughes, 7*; Professor W. M. 
Macallum, 6; A. Oliver, Esq., 6; Professor T. Butler, 5*; Hon. H. N. MacLaurin, 
5*; Hon. EH. Greville, 4; Prof. T. W. E. David, 4*; W. Wood, Esq., 3*; L. J. 
Brient, Esq., 1*; Hon. P. G. King, 1; Hon. E. Barton, 0. 





2. The general collection of books has been increased by 20,144 volumes ; 
from the Reference Library stock 41 volumes have been struck off; and from the 
Tending Branch 260 volumes; leaving the total now in the Library as 144,244. 
Details of the classification of the books are given in Appendix A. 


3. The Reference Library was open for 352 days, including 51 Sundays, and 
the attendance was 183,760, showing an increase of 6,881 over that of the previous 
year. The Lending Branch was open for 307 days, including 22 Sundays, and the 
total number of borrowers’ visits reached 106,159, being an increase of 20,723 over 
the number for 1898. The attendance at the Newspaper-room for 351 days, 

including 
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including 52 Sundays, was 264,359, which shows the large increase of 102,189, equal 
to 63 per cent. over the figures for the previous year. The average daily attendance 
at the Library was 1,811 on week-days, and 365 on Sundays (four hours). Details 
are given in Appendix B. 


. 4, In the Lending Branch the borrowers numbered 8,675, being an increase 
of 2,327, equal to nearly 37 per cent. over the number for the previous year. Hach 
borrower used, on the average, 14 books during the year. In Appendix C will be 
found details of the classes of books used, showing for each class— 


(a) The number of volumes available at the end of the year. 
(0) The number issued during the year. 

(c) The daily average of volumes issued. 

(d) The ratio between volumes and issues. 


These figures show that fiction forms 13°7 per cent. of the total volumes in 
the Lending Branch, and 34°9 per cent. of the total issues, and that each volume of 
fiction was borrowed, on an average, nearly 11 times during the year. It may be 
pointed out that, although the percentage of issues of fiction seems large, it is small 
compared with that shown in the reports of Municipal Lending Libraries and - 
subscription libraries, where the percentage generally varies between 80 and 90. 
Among the total 3,588 volumes of fiction, most of the popular standard works, such 
as those of Scott, Dickens, Thackeray, Stevenson, and George Eliot, are represented 
by a number of copies ranging from 2 to 15, and, consequently, there are altogether 
only 1,040 separate works of fiction in the collection. 


5. The figures given in Appendix D show to what extent, and in what 
direction, the public avail themselves of the contents of the Library on Sundays. 
The Trustees, with the concurrence of the Minister for Public Instruction, closed 
the Lending Branch on Sundays, upon its removal to new quarters, in June. 


6. During the past year 60 new boxes were made and equipped with books 
for loan to country libraries and groups of students in remote districts, making the 
total number of travelling libraries now available 161; the number of volumes added 
to stock was 1,720, making the total 9,259. The 77 old boxes which have hitherto 
been in circulation have been temporarily withdrawn, such of the books as have 
proved unsuitable for this class of students, and those which have become obsolete, 
have been taken out of the boxes, and their places are being supplied with more 
modern books and good useful literature of a more popular character than the 
original works, which were sent out fifteen years ago. The change has been much 
appreciated, and the whole of the books now being sent out are read more or less, as 
the condition of the volumes abundantly proves. ‘There is now a box of books avail- 
able for each Country Library desiring to borrow, consequently there will be little 
delay in future in supplying demands for loans. 


There were 233 boxes, containing 14,155 volumes, sent to 130 country 
centres, and. these boxes travelled no less than 90,283 miles, one having travelled 
2,226 miles during the year, and 21 of them over 1,000 miles each. 


The Trustees are of opinion that the appropriation of £300, made by Parlia- 
ment for this object, has done much educational work in the country districts, and 
has been the means of extending knowledge and intellectual pleasure, and of 
enkindling nobler ambitions in many thousands of readers in every part of the 
Colony ; and they venture to hope that this branch of their work will be yet much 
more extended till every hamlet in this Colony may be able to share in the benefits 
derivable from this national Library. 


Appendix E gives further details of this branch of the Library’s operations. 


7. The donations for the year have assumed generous proportions owing to 
the splendid gift of 10,024 volumes, with fifty pictures and engravings, made by 
David Scott Mitchell, Esq., M.A., as a first instalment of his unrivalled Australian 
collection. Mr. Mitchell, having made certain simple conditions as to the accommo- 
dation of lis library, and the regulations which should govern admission to it, the 
Minister notified his acceptance of them on behalf of the Government, and Mr. 
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Mitchell at once gave the Trustees an earnest of his generous intentions towards the 
Library in this first donation of books worth fully £6,000. The total donations for 
the year amounted to 13,658 volumes and 50 pictures, of the estimated value of 
£6,595 ; also 107 volumes of newspapers, comprising 18,270 single parts, and valued 
at £83, ‘which were presented by the proprietors in Great Britain and the Austral- 
asian Colonies for current use. Under the Copyright Act of 1879 the Library 
received 237 volumes and pamphlets, 14 photographs, and 10 maps, valued at £40 ; 
also 8302 sets of newspapers and magazines, comprising 21,934 single issues, and 
valued at £207. 


The question of preserving and binding files of. these newspapers is one that 
demands special attention. Many of them are of comparatively little value, but 
they contain the local records of the development of their respective districts, and 
may, therefore, be of great interest in future years. At the present time Mr. James 
Bonwick, F.R.G.S., who is searching for and transcribing the materials for the early 
history of Australia only a century ago, finds frequent references to newspapers of 
the beginning of this century, but cannot find files of the papers in the proprietors’ 
offices, nor even in the great national collection of the British Museum. The 
Trustees, recognising the potential value of complete files of papers from all the 
country districts of New South Wales, asked each of the proprietors to co-operate 
with them by presenting a copy of each issue besides the one supplied in terms of 
the Copyright Act, in order that one might be presently available to the public in 
the Newspaper-room, and the other preserved and bound for future use. The 
proprietors to the number of one hundred and thirty have responded to this invita- 
tion, and consequently the Trustees are able to bind complete files of their papers, 
and they also preserve all the others in as complete a state as is possible after a 
week’s use in the Newspaper-room. 


8. The Newspaper-room was supplied during last year with 413 newspapers, 
numbering 35,204 single issues, of which 111 were received from Great Britain, the 
Australasian Colonies, India, South Africa, Fiji, Samoa, Japan, Canada, and the 
United States. The daily average attendance was 864 on week-days, and 113 on 
Sunday afternoons. The appreciation of the change of quarters is shown in the 
increase of 63 per cent. in the attendance for the whole year. 


9. In June the Trustees entered upon possession of their new rooms in 
the Queen Victoria Market Buildings, and the results have been very gratifying 
in every way. ‘The two large rooms rented from the Municipal Council of Sydney 
are bright, commodious, and centrally situated. The Newspaper-room has been 
fitted with suitable reading-desks, and an undesirable class of visitors has been 
almost entirely banished merely by removing the chairs, thereby encouraging 
only the visits of persons who wish to refer to the newspapers for short periods, and 
not to lounge and doze in library chairs for a few lazy hours. The attendance 
increased by 124 per cent. during the latter half of the year. The collection of books 
in the Lending Branch has been. stre engthened by the addition of 2,145 volumes of 
popular current literature, and there has consequently been an influx of new 
borrowers to the extent of 37 per cent. and the issues have increased by 44 per cent. 


10. The work of cataloguing the latest additions to the Library has gone on 
steadily. A supplement, with a complete subject-index for the books added to the 
Reference Library during the years 1596-8, was issued during the year. The whole 
of the books received during 1899 were catalogued and printed on slips by our own 
staff month by month; these slips were promptly available to the public, and the 
printed catalogue of the Library has in that way been kept up to date. 


The Trustees have received encouraging testimony to the value of the system 
of cataloguing now being pursued in this Library in the form of a highly apprecia- 
tive letter from Mr. G. K. Fortescue, of the British Museum, and in the applications 
of the leading libraries of Great Britian and America for as many as 160 copies of 
the Guide to the System of Cataloguing in our Reference Library. ‘The criticisms 
which have appeared in all the Library Journals, and the acknowledgments from 
the Librarians of the largest libraries in England and the United States, have been 
uniformly friendly and laudatory. 

It 
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It has been found advisable to compile a new catalogue for the Lending 
Branch, to consist of two parts, covering respectively the periods 1877-85 and 
1886-98, which will supersede the existing catalogue and seven supplements. A 
copious subject-index has been compiled for the use of students which will be printed 
as early as possible. Meanwhile the two catalogues of authors satisfy the require- 
ments of most of the borrowers. 


11. The question of binding is a very important one in all libraries, and is 
now an urgent one in this Library. It is obvious that as the Library grows in size 
and usefulness the expense for binding must grow in a still greater ratio, for many 
of the new books have to be bound before they can be made available to the public, 
and the old ones in due course demand rebinding. During the past year 4,631 
volumes were bound—1,502 for the Reference Library, 1,810 for the Lending 
Branch, and 1,219 for the Travelling Libraries. Of this total only 1,492 volumes 
of newspapers, magazines, and periodicals were bound by the Government Printer, 
and the small Special Vote of £100 for binding did not meet the expense of binding 
more than one quarter of those needed for the Lending Branch and Travelling 
Libraries; consequently about £300 of the very moderate amount voted for new 
books had to be expended in rebinding the old books. Many thousands of books in 
the Reference Library are still in the paper covers and other temporary bindings in 
which they were originally received. The merely ordinary wear and tear of these 
books soon destroys them, and the Trustees hope that provision will be made in the 
next Estimates for covering all books in the Library with some strong but cheap 
form of binding. The absolutely necessary binding for a library of 120,000 volumes, 
such as this, used by 290,000 readers, cannot be carried out for less than £1,000 a 
year, even allowing for only the cheapest form of strong binding for 90 per cent. of 
the books. 


12. Owing to the Special Vote granted by Parliament, the Trustees have 
been able to procure a Chivers Indicator for the Lending Branch, which, it is 
confidently hoped, will prove of great service to the public, and will greatly reduce 
the mechanical work of the staff. Some steel presses of the latest pattern have 
been got from the United States, where great attention has been paid to such 
mechanical contrivances. Our experience of them will be of service when the time 
comes for making specifications for a new building. 


13. In response to a letter sent to some of the leading British and American 
publishers, 992 volumes of very suitable literature for the Travelling Libraries were 
received from twelve of them—Messrs. G. Bell and Sons, the Society for Promoting 
Christian Knowledge, Blackie and Sons, C. A. Pearson (Limited), Boston Book Co., 
Religious Tract Society, Routledge and Sons, Kegan Paul, Trench, Tritbner, & Co., 
Williams and Norgate, Blackwood and Sons, Harper and Bros., McMillan & Co. ; 
while seven others offered handsome discounts, ranging from 25 to 60 per cent. on 
any of their publications that the Trustees might wish to choose for loan to country 
students. This generosity will enable the Trustees to equip twenty new boxes with 
modern high-class literature, which will prove very acceptable to the small country 
libraries. They will be distinguished by the respective names of the publishers 
who have so kindly presented them. 


14. Mr. D. 8. Mitchell having intimated his intention of endowing this 
Library with sufficient means to enable the Trustees to permanently maintain the 
excellence of its Australasian department, the necessity of providing for the incor- 
poration of the Trustees became urgent. Mr. Mitchell wished to bequeath to the 
Trustees his whole collection, together with an endowment which would enable 
them to keep on adding to the collection as opportunity might arise, and to 
accumulate the revenue of a series of years, if necessary, in order to secure unique 
treasures or collections of Australian literature. 

In March I urged the Minister to introduce a Bill to incorporate the Trustees 
and providing for the necessary powers. In November the Attorney-General 
(Hon. B. R. Wise, M.P.) introduced a Bill for this purpose, which was passed as 
“The Public Library and Art Gallery Act”? on 29th December. This Act gives 
the ‘Trustees powers to deal with bequests, and to make by-laws relating to the 
internal administration of the Library, and endows it with £2,000 per annum for 
the purchase of books. It will, doubtless, be of great service to the welfare of the 
institution. 15. 
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15. At the same time I pressed on the Minister the urgent necessity of 
choosing a site for the new building that must soon be erected to accommodate the 
rapidly-growing national collection, as well as the Mitchell Library, of 35,000 
volumes, which will need a separate wing. The present building is in every way 
unsuitable for the main purposes of a large public library, and its awkward 
construction makes it impossible to administer it in accordance with the best 
principles of library economy. In certain departments it is already crowded, so 
that many books, more especially the bound volumes of newspapers, cannot be 
provided with shelf-room, but are stacked in piles wherever odd corners of space 
can be found. 


Some classes ought to be rearranged on some more scientific basis than that 
adopted thirty years ago, when library administration was not systematically 
studied ; but it is impossible, in this cramped building, to remove the thousands of 
volumes and simplify their arrangement as the Librarian would like to do. About 
two years hence all parts of the building—galleries and basement—will be 
absolutely packed full of presses of books, with only 2 feet passages between them, 
and it will be impossible to find a book in most parts of the building without some 
artificial light. As it is impracticable to extend the present building, it is an 
urgent matter that steps should be taken at once to choose a site for a new library, 
and to prepare plans for a suitable building which will serve the needs of gencrations 
to come. ‘The collection of books has reached such a stage of development that it 
demands a much larger basis of arrangement, and much wider functions as an 
educational institution, than were contemplated when the present site was granted 
to the Australian Subscription, Library in 1842. When the original building on 
this site was completed, it was one of the leading architectural features of Sydney, 
and its public lecture hall was the centre of the city’s intellectual life, providing the 
meeting-place for the Philosophical Society, the University Debating Club, and all 
high-class lectures and scientific mectings. The present building is quite unworthy 
of the Sydney of to-day, and the institution is not able to expand in legitimate 
spheres of educational usefulness. 





The Trustees would again urge the necessity for early consideration of the 
best method of dealing with this important matter. 


16. The Trustees regret that no provision was made on the last Estimates for 
a salary for some competent person to catalogue the section of the Mitchell Library 
(10,024 volumes) already handed over to them. Meanwhile the books have been 
placed on shelves and are properly cared for in a separate building adjoining the 
Library, which was formerly the Principal Librarian’s residence; but it has been 
impossible to commence to classify them, or to arrange them according to any 
orderly plan, and they are therefore practically useless to the public for whom they 
are intended. It is hoped that the Government will be able to provide on the next 
Estimates the modest salary of £150 suggested for a.Cataloguer for the Mitchell 
Library. : * 


17. The Trustees would place on record the terms of the resolution in which 
they conveyed to Mr. Mitchell their thanks for his munificent gift and generous 
intentions for the future :— 


The Trustees of the Public Library of New South Wales having carefully examined the donation 
of 10,024 books and 50 pictures and engravings, presented to this library by Mr. David Scott Mitchell, 
M.A., desire to place on record their high appreciation of the very great importance of this splendid gift 
to the people of New South Wales. They recognise that these books are specially useful as supplementing 
the present collection, and will be of inestimable value to future students of literature, history, language, and 
fine arts. This public-spirited generosity being unprecedented in Australia will probably stimulate other 
Australians to follow the example set them by Mr. Mitchell, to the enrichment of our Public Libraries, 
and a marked increase of the appreciation in which the Colony is already held by lovers of literature. 
The Trustees, in making this record, have been unable to ignore the fact that the present donation is only 
an earnest of Mr. Mitchell’s intentions to bequeath to this Library the whole of this unequalled collection 
vf Australian books, pictures, and engravings, and to make provision for its future maintenance and 
growth, and that by these means the Public Library of New South Wales must necessarily become pre- 
eminently the greatest Library in Australia, and must take its place as one of the remarkable national 
collections of the world. The Trustees, recognising the full importance of the present munificent,gift, 
and to assure him of their cordial appreciation of his efforts, and of their determination to their utmost 
ability to care for and treat his collection in accordance with his wishes.

In accordance with the provisions of “The Public Library and Art 
Gallery Act, 1899,” the Trustees submit their Report for the year 1900, being 
the thirtieth Annual Report of the Institution. 


1. There were eighteen meetings of the Trustees during the year, the average 
attendance being over six. ‘The attendances were as follows:—Hon. Dr. Norton, 
M.L.C., 17; Hon. J. F. Burns, 17; Hon. E. Greville, M.L.C., 15; Professor M. W. 
MacCallum, M.A.,15; Hon. John Hughes, M.L.C., 13; Professor T. Butler, B.A., 
9; Hon. A. Kethel, M.L.C., 8; Mr. W. Wood, J.P., 7; Professor 'l. W. E. David, 
B.A., 4*; Mr. A. Oliver, M.A., 8*; Hon. Dr. H. N. MacLaurin, M.L.C., 2+; Hon. 
Pare RiDeviel Cole Mrole Jd. brientwal. Rt. bon. b.. Barton, MUA.) 1KC,, 
RiGee Oi: 


There were, at the end of the year, three vacancies. In Appendix E will be 
found the names and dates of appointment of the present Trustees, also the names 
and periods of service of all past Trustees. 


2. The general collection of books has been increased by 6,009 volumes ; 
twenty-two volumes have been struck off the Reference Library stock as worn out 


or lost, and from the Lending Branch 391 volumes, leaving the total of 149,840 
now in the Library. 


Details of the classification of the books are given in Appendix A. 


3. The Reference Library was open on 355 days, including 52 Sundays, and 
the attendance was 185,059, showing an increase of 1,299 over that of the previous 
year.

{ Mr. Barton’s seat became vacant in July by his absence for six months without leave, and Mr. Brient’s in December 
from the same cause. 
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The Lending Branch was open for 287 days, and the total number of 
borrowers’ visits reached 102,370, being a decrease of 3,789. 


The attendance at the Newspaper-room for 349 days, including 50 Sundays, 
was 304,686, which shows an increase of 40,327. 


The average attendance at all branches of the Library was 1,946 on week 
days, and on Sundays (four hours) 239 at the Reference Library and the Newspaper- 
room. 


Details are given in Appendix B. 


4. In the Lending Branch the borrowers numbered 8,311, showing a decrease 
of 364. This decrease, together with the corresponding falling off in the number of 
books borrowed, is doubtless due to the outbreak of bubonic plague which occurred 
in the city during this year, and more especially to the fact that one of the officers 
in the Lending Branch was seized with the plague, and the Branch was closed in 
consequence for a fortnight. | 


During the prevalence of the plague all books returned to the Branch were 
carefully disinfected day by day, by means of formalin vapour. The Branch was 
also closed for a week to enable the Chivers’ Indicator to be erected, and the 
consequential alterations to be made. 


Each borrower used on an average 12°7 books during the year. In Appendix 
C will be found details of the classes of books used, showing for each class :— 


(a) The number of volumes available at the end of the year. 
(5) The number issued during the year. 

(c) The daily average of volumes issued. 

(d) The ratio between volumes and issues. 


These figures show that fiction forms 15°9 per cent. of the total volumes in 
the Lending Branch, and 42°3 per cent. of the total issues; and that each volume 
of Fiction was borrowed on an average more than 10 times during the year. 


There has been a very decided increase in the use of Fiction in the Lending 
Branch during this year, till in December it reached 61°6 per cent. of the total 
issues. The Trustees cannot view this fact with any satisfaction. 


It is right, however, to point out that a great number of these issues of 
Fiction consist of stories for boys and girls, of each of which there are from 2 to 6 
copies in the Library, all of them being in constant demand by young readers. 


Every care has been taken to admit to this Section of the Library only books 
which may be considered to have a distinct literary value. 


5. The figures given in Appendix D show to what extent and ‘in what 
direction the public avail themselves of the contents of the Reference Library on 
Sundays. 


The Lending Branch was closed on Sundays during this year, and, in 
accordance with the new By-laws made by the Trustees in terms of “The Public 
Library and Art Gallery Act,” the Newspaper-room will also be henceforth closed 
on that day. 


6. During the past year 242 boxes, containing 10,973 volumes, were sent to 
128 country centres, and there is abundant evidence that this branch of the Trustees’ 
work is highly appreciated by country students, and is productive of good educational 
results. 


Besides sending out these boxes of books to Libraries and Literary Institutes 
in the country, the Trustees have lent books to individual students in the country 
districts whenever it was possible to supply the demand. During the past six years 
books to the number of 1,015 volumes have been lent to 87 small groups and 27 
individual students, making a total of 721 persons. 


Appendix F gives further details of this branch of the Library’s operations. 
4, 
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7. The donations for the year amounted to 1,285 volumes, 1 picture, and 8 
medallions, of the estimated value of £340; also ‘111 volumes of new spapers, 
comprising 14,292 single parts, valued at £84 5s. 6d., which were presented by the 
proprietors in Great Britain and the Australian States for current use. 


Under the Copyright Act of 1879 the Library received 316 books and 
pamphlets, 5 photographs, and 4 maps, valued at £40; also 312 yearly issues of 
newspapers and magazines, comprising 24,677 single numbers, valued at £209 19s. 


8. The Newspaper-room was supplied during last year with 423 newspapers, 
numbering 388,969 single issues; of which 61 were received from the other 
Australian States, and 50 from Great Britain, India, South Africa, Fiji, Samoa, 
Japan, Canada, and the United States of America. 


The average daily attendance was 1,005 on week days, and 81 on Sunday 
afternoons. 


9. The work of cataloguing the current additions to the Reference Library 
has gone on steadily. The whole of the books received during the year were 
catalogued and printed on slips by our own staff, month by month, these slips being 
promptly made available to the public, and the printed Catalogue of the Library 
being in this way kept up to date. 


The type of the different Supplements which have been printed by the 
Library staff during the past five years is still standing, and these will be combined 
into one five years’ Supplement—1896-1900—within three months. When this 
volume of over 1,200 pages has been printed off, the type will be distributed, and we 
shall commence another five years’ Supplement on the same plan as hitherto 
pursued. 


During the year the staff has overtaken all arrears of cataloguing by com- 
pleting the Subject Index for the whole of the 80,000 books received in the Library 
during the years 1869-1895, thus making, with the current Supplement of 1896-1900, 
the Subject Index for the whole Library complete from its foundation up to the 
end of the year 1900. This has occupied a considerable part of the time of three 
senior members of the staff for five years, but the Trustees feel that it will amply 
repay the labour, and will be of incalculable benefit to the dond-fide students who 
wish to avail themselves of the treasures of our collection. The whole of the books 
have been grouped together under about 6,000 subject headings, comprising about 
300,000 entries, which will make a volume of 800 pages, roy al 4to. The Trustees 
would strongly urge the desirability of at once making provision for printing this 
volume, which will practically act as a key to the whole of the treasures of the 
Library. 


During the year the whole of the seven Supplements to the Catalogue of the 
Lending Branch for the years 1886-1598 were combined into one: a copious Subject 
Index to the 16,000 volumes comprised therein was compiled for the use of students ; 
and the whole printed in a volume of 777 pages, royal 8vo. This work was done in 
the Government Printing Office in an admirable manner. 


Meanwhile, in consequence of the adoption of the Chivers’ Indicator, it was 

found necessary to re-number the whole of the 27,138 volumes in the Lending 
_ Library, and consequently to compile a new Catalogue for the main collection made 
during the years 1877-1885, which, with the combined Supplement already issued, 
would make the Lending Branch Catalogue complete to date. This Catalogue was 
ready for printing in January, but, the Government Printer having no authority for 
doing this work for the Library, the Catalogue cannot be printed until the Govern- 
ment provide the Trustees with the necessary funds. It need hardly be pointed 
out that, without such a Catalogue, about one-third of the books in the Lending 
Branch—and generally the most valuable ones—are practically not available to the 
public, and the efficiency and educational value of that Branch is proportionately 
diminished and impaired. 


The Catalogue of the current additions to the Lending Branch during 1900 
was printed, and 10,000 copies supplied free of cost by Messrs. Brooks & Co., in 
return for the privilege of inserting advertisements in the volume. The Trustees 
hope to be able in this way to issue all future yearly supplements free of cost. 

10. 
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10. The new Chivers’ Indicator at the Lending Branch has fully realised the. 
expectations of the Trustees; it greatly facilitates the operations of the Branch, and 
is daily growing in favour with the borrowers. 


11. In the necessarily very hasty preparation of the draft Bill to incorporate 
the Library, the Trustees provided for an endowment only barely sufficient to cover 
the ordinary expenditure for the purchase of books, but omitted to make any 
provision for the necessary cost of binding and of printing Catalogues, &c., trusting 
that these items would be voted by Parliament as heretofore, or that the Govern- 
ment Printer would continue to print and bind for the Library as he had been 
accustomed to do; but it was found that this officer considered that since the 
incorporation and endowment of the Library the Trustees ought to make this 
endowment cover all necessary expenditure. The endowment being barely sufficient 
to keep the Library supplied with the current literature, the Trustees placed on the 
draft Estimates for the present year, submitted by them for the Minister’s approval, 
the sum of £1,800 to cover the necessary expenditure for binding and printing. 


As this amount was not voted by Parliament, they must either leave a great 
number of books unbound, and therefore practically useless, and forego the printing 
of the Catalogue on which so much labour has been expended, or take out of the 
money required for the purchase of books such considerable sums that the growth 
of the Library will be greatly retarded, unless sufficient funds are provided by the 
Government. 


About 4,000 books in the Lending Branch are awaiting rebinding, and at 
least 6,000 books in the Reference Library are still in the paper covers and other 
temporary bindings in which they were originally received, and are therefore 
practically not available for use by the public. 


The Government Printer has bound 1,500 volumes of newspapers and 
magazines for the Reference Library; but, reckoning fair wear and tear for the 
120,000 volumes in it and the 5,000 volumes added each year, the binding and 
rebinding cannot be estimated at less than 4,000 volumes a year; so that, unless 
provision can be made for binding these, they must continue to accumulate and to 
suffer serious deterioration year by year. 


The collection of books has also suffered grave injury through the. want of 
proper presses and book-cases in which to protect them and make them available for 
the public. The Trustees were informed at the beginning of the financial year that 
no funds were available in the Public Works Department; and consequently a 
number of books were left without any protection and without any orderly arrange- 
ment, making them practically useless for the purpose for which they are intended. 


The Trustees would strongly urge the necessity of having a Vote placed at 
their own disposal for the absolutely necessary printing, binding, and supply of new 
presses and book-cases. 


12. It will be noted that the requirements of the Lending Branch absorb a 
large part of the funds at the disposal of the Trustees. This correspondingly restricts 
their endeavours to maintain the Reference Collection in that condition of efficiency 
which is due to its position as a State Library. 


Under existing arrangements, they provide in the Lending Branch a Municipal 
Free Library for the benefit of the citizens of Sydney without any contribution from 
the rates. The Trustees feel assured that this portion of their duties was never 
intended to assume its present proportions, for, though the Sydney Corporation Act 
is silent on the question of municipal libraries, the Municipalities Act, under which 
the suburban boroughs work, expressly enables these boroughs (see section 145 of 
Act XXIII of 1897) to levy a special rate—not exceeding 3d. in the £—for 
the establishment and maintenance of municipal libraries. No advantage has 
hitherto been taken of this provision, nor is it likely to be taken while the citizens 
of Sydney and suburbs continue to enjoy the benefits of the present Lending Library 
at the expense of the general taxpayer. 


An alteration in this system would not only be equitable in itself, but, by 
relieving the Trustees of a burden strictly municipal in its character, would much 
increase their facilities for extending the benefits of the Library to students in the 
outlying districts of the State. For 
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For these reasons, the Trustees note with satisfaction a movement in the 
Council of the City of Sydney towards establishing a Municipal Free Public Library 
by taking over the Lending Branch and Newspapcr-room, which they are prepared 
to facilitate by every means in their power. 


It may be noted that a special rate of but $d.in the £ levied by the Muni- 
cipalities that alone benefit by the existence of the present Lending Library would 
provide for Library purposes a larger sum than that at the disposal of the Trustees 
for both Libraries. 


13. In August last, the Trustees waited upon the Minister to urge upon him 
the necessity of erecting a suitable building in which to accommodate the collection 
at present in the possession of the Trustees, and the splendid collection which Mr. 
D. 8. Mitchell has intimated his intention of bequeathing to the Library. 


The Trustees deeply regret that no definite decision has yet been arrived at 
with regard to this important matter, and they regard with very great anxiety the 
probable effect of this delay on the intentions of Mr. Mitchell, who has naturally 
been expecting the realisation of the promises made to him more than two years ago, 
when he intimated his intentions with regard to his collection and the endowment to 
accompany the same, and was assured that the Government would lose no time in 
complying with the conditions of his gift. 


The Trustees have good grounds for advising the Minister that any further 
delay in carrying out the promises of the Government with regard to Mr. Mitchell’s 
bequest may have a very serious effect on the final disposition of his Library and 
the endowment which he intends to provide with it. 


The Trustees can only reiterate with increased emphasis the remarks in their 
last Report with regard to the crowded and inconvenient condition of the present 
building, and the absolute impossibility, under present conditions, of managing the 
Library in accordance with the most approved principles of Library economy. 


14. During the year a Select Committee was appointed by the Legislative 
Assembly, on the motion of Mr. J. C. L. Fitzpatrick, M.P., to inquire into the 
working of the Public Library; and it is satisfactory to note that, in the opinion of 
this Committee, their inquiry was found ‘ to have served the very excellent purpose 
of having fully disproved the incorrect statements that were current in regard to 
alleged maladministration of the Public Library affairs by the Trustees and the 
Principal Librarian.” The Committee further reported that ‘it is but fair to the 
Principal Librarian and his staff to add that your Committee are satisfied that the 
very best use is made of the limited wall and floor space which they have at their 
“‘sposal’’; and they say, “ your Committee feel it incumbent upon them to urge 
tat steps be taken without further delay in the direction of providing a building 
cvpable of accommodating the accumulated literary treasures of the State.” 


15. It may be convenient to recapitulate here what has been done with regard 
to the question of getting a new Public Library in past years. 


In August, 1879, a special meeting of the Board was held to consider a letter 
from the Minister for Public Instruction, inviting them “ to offer suggestions as to 
the site, &c., for the proposed new building, as the question of erecting a new Public 
Library would shortly engage the attention of the Government”; and in response to 
that request the Trustees chose four sites, which they considered suitable for the 
purposes of a Public Library, and indicated that the first, the site of the old Hyde 
Park Barracks and parade-ground, was pre-eminently suitable for their requirements. 
The second was the site of Cook Park, which, it is interesting to note, was originally 
granted by Governor Darling in 1827 as a site for the Australian Subscription 
Library, besides two allotments above Rushcutters’ Bay in aid of the building fund. 
Governor Bourke having disallowed the grant of the Cook Park allotments, the 
present site at the corner of Bent and Macquarie Streets was granted by Sir George 
Gipps in 1842, and with the proceeds of the sale of the other allotments, which had 
realised £3,384 in 1840, the building was erected which stood here till 1885. This 
was bought by the Government in 1869, with the collection of 16,000 volumes, for 
£5,100, and became the Sydney Free Public Library. By 
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By the Appropriation Act of 1879, the sum of £150,000 (Item 844) was voted 
for the erection .of a new Public Library, out of which about £25,000 only was spent 
in the years 1884 and 1587. 


On 24th November, 1880, by virtue of “The Lands for Public Purposes 
Acquisition Act,’ 44 Vic. No. 16, of 1880, the Government resumed the present site 
of the Girls’ High School and all the contiguous land, extending on the south to 
Market-street, and bounded by Elizabeth and Castlereagh Streets, “for the purpose 
of the erection thereon of a Public Library, and of buildings to be used in connection 
therewith.” This was not one of the four sites chosen by the Trustees of that day, 
nor is it considered by the Trustees of to-day a very suitable site for the purposes of 
a Library; but it may be fairly urged that this site practically belongs to the 
Library, owing to the generous Parhamentary Vote of 1879, and the subsequent 
action of the Government of the day. ‘The properties included in this resumption 
are entered in the books of the Government Agent as “ Library Properties,” and 
have been yielding rents to the value of more than £1,200 per annum for the last 
twenty years, without reckoning anything for the large premises used by the Girls’ 
High School. 


In 1879, the Colonial Architect prepared plans of a Public Library and Art 
Gallery, which was to be built along William and Yurong Streets, forming, with 
the Australian Museum, a noble block of buildings. The Library was planned to 
hold 200,000 volumes, and the central reading-room to accommodate 600 readers. 
An elevation of this handsome building, as proposed, was published as a supplement 
to the Sydney Mail, 14th June, 1879. 


In March, 1881, a motion was carried in the Legislative Assembly, in opposi- 
tion to the Ministry of the day, in favour of building the new Library on the site 
of the Hyde Park Barracks, now called Chancery-square, and on the 20th June, 1883, 
the Minister for Public Instruction informed the Trustees that ‘the Government had 
determined to erect a Free Public Library on a block of Crown land at the top of 
King-street, where the Immigration Barracks, District Court, and the Colonial 
Architect’s Office now stand.” The ‘Trustees at once assured the Minister of their 
entire satisfaction “that the position of the site had finally been chosen, and that 
one so suitable in every respect had been found.’ Acting on instructions, the 
Colonial Architect thereupon, after several conferences with the Trustees, prepared 
new plans of a handsome and suitable building for a Public Library to be built on 
this site, but nothing further was done in the matter. 


On the 5th October, 1882, Sir Henry Parkes moved in the Legislative 
Assembly, “That this House approves of a suitable portion of the land now occupied 
by the Benevolent Asylum, and the residence of the Inspector-General of Police, in 
Pitt-street South, being set apart and appropriated as the site for a Free Public 
Library.” He also brought forward a proposition in favour of inviting competitive 
designs from all the Australasian Colonies, ‘“‘which should provide for an elevation by 
dome or tower to form a conspicuous object of attraction in the approaches to the 
city.” In introducing the subject at that time, more than eighteen years ago, he 
said: ‘We (the Government) think it is an object of the highest consideration in 
respect to the Library that the sanction of Parliament should be at once given to 
the commencement of this great national institution,” and as the money (£150,000, 
voted in 1879) was available, he proposed to commence building within one month 
after having laid the successful designs, with estimate of cost, on the table of the 
House. After a prolonged debate, the proposition was negatived by a large majority, 
the opinion of the members being clearly against the proposed site as unsuitable for 
the purpose in view, in comparison with that which had been approved by them in 
March, 1881. 


In 1884, owing to the dangerous condition of the existing building, it was 
found necessary to take down the Bent-street section of it, and rebuild it at a cost 
of £12,247; and in 1887 the Macquarie-street frontage had to be replaced for the 
same reason, at a cost of £10,455. ‘The contract for the necessary fittings amounted 
to £2,443, so that a total of £25,145 had to be spent on what was necessarily an 
unsuitable and inadequate building. The ‘Trustees reported to the Minister in 1884 
that ‘‘ they considered all enlargements and adaptations of the present building to be 
of an essentially temporary and makeshift character.”’ 16. 
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16. The Trustees have frequently drawn attention to the matter in their 
subsequent Annual Reports, and in January, 1900, they invited the Minister for 
Public Instruction to inspect the Library in order to satisfy himself as to its crowded 
condition; and, on August 23rd, a deputation of six of the Trustees waited on him 
to impress on him the necessity which had so long existed for increased accommoda- 
tion for the Public Library, and to urge ‘“‘that a new and commodious building 
should be erected on the site approved by the Legislative Assembly, 15th March, 
1881, or on such other eligible site as might be chosen by the Government.” The 
Minister intimated that he would have the matter submitted without delay to the 
Public Works Committee, and assured the deputation that the housing of the 
Mitchell Library, and the erection of a Public Library, were within measurable 
distance. A memorandum indicating the area of land and accommodation estimated 
by the Trustees as necessary for the proposed new building was drawn up and 
submitted to the Minister on October 16th. 


17. In consequence of the completion of the Subject Index of the main 
Catalogue of the Reference Library, the Trustees will be able, during the coming year, 
to reorganise the staff in such a way as to provide for pushing on with the work of 
classifying and cataloguing the section of the Mitchell Library which has already 
been handed over to them. 


By reorganising the staff they hope to be able to do this work without any 
increase in the total expenditure for salaries. 


18. In terms of “The Public Library and Art Gallery Act, 1899,” the 
Trustees have made By-laws for the government of the institution and the manage- 
ment of its business. 


19. During the year a course of lectures on “Hamlet”? was given in the 
Board-room by Professor M. W. MacCallum, one of the Trustees, in connection with 
the University Extension movement, and over 160 persons paid the fees and attended 
the lectures. The great success of this course emphasised the necessity for having 
a suitable room for literary lectures in the proposed new Library. 


20. The Trustees had occasion in November to exercise the power conferred 
on them by their Act of incorporation to nominate. persons for employment in the 
Library. After an examination into the qualifications of the candidates who had 
applied in response to public advertisements, they selected the most suitable, and 
nominated them to the Public Service Board, who appointed them. 


21. The Principal Librarian has again formed a class for the study of 
cataloguing and other branches of brary economy, to which all assistants were 
freely admitted who had not attended any of the previous classes ; and, in answer 
to a number of applications, the Trustees decided to admit outsiders to the benefit 
of this class, provided that their educational qualifications were such as to enable 
them to take advantage of the course of instruction. 


22. In response to many applications for American newspapers, the Trustees 
consulted the United States Consul, who has kindly undertaken to ask the proprietors 
of a number of leading newspapers of the United States to supply their publications 
to this Library for the benefit of the Newspaper-room. 


23. The Trustees had under consideration, at three meetings in October and 
November, the Report of the Public Service Board on certain charges made against 
the Principal Librarian by two cleaners employed in the Library. After very careful 
consideration of this Report, which had been referred to them by the Minister for 
Public Instruction, the ‘lrustees expressed their unanimous concurrence with the 
opinion of the Board that the charges had been completely disproved, and that the 
persons bringing the charges had simply been used as tools by certain disloyal officers 
in the Department. ‘The Trustees agreed with the Board that ‘this was a matter of 
very grave concern, and that it was impossible for the business of a Department to 
be properly carried on where such a spirit of disloyalty existed, and that steps should 
be at once taken to purge the office of such undesirable elements”; and they informed 
the Minister that, “in their opinion, the removal of the whole five officers from their 
service was essential in the interests of the Public Library.” 
24, 


8 


24. As the result of stock-taking at the close of the year, it was found.that 
59 volumes had been lost, making a total of 524 since the opening of the Library in 
1869. We find in practice that a considerable number of these missing books are 
found again in course of time, many being restored by persons who have improperly 
taken the loan of them. As many as 136 volumes have been returned in one year, 
one after twenty years’ absence. 


During the year two men were prosecuted for stealing books, and summarily 
punished. 


25. The experiment of training well-educated girls as assistants having proved 
eminently satisfactory, both from the departmental and from the public point of 
view, there are now six female assistants employed in the Lending Branch.

Honor Alexander Oliver, M.A.,4; Hon. P.G. King, M.L.C.,3; tMr. L. J. Brient, 0. 

Mr. Brient’s seat was declared vacant in January, owing to his absence for 
six months without leave, and he was re-appointed on 5th March. 

The Hon. Dr. J. M. Creed, M.L.C., and Mr. J. C. L. Fitzpatrick, M.L.A., 
were appointed Trustees on 8th February. 

2. The general collection of books has been increased by 2,487 volumes ; 
219 volumes have been struck off the Lending Branch stock as worn out or lost, 


leaving the total of 151,141 now in the Library. Details of the classification of the 
books are given in Appendix A.

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3. The Reference Library was open on 357 days, including 52 Sundays, and 
the attendance was 199,592, showing an increase of 14,533 over that of the previous 
year. The Lending Branch was open for 295 days, and the total number of 
borrowers’ visits reached 131,353, being an average of 445 per day, which shows an 
increase of 28,983 for the year and 88 per day. 


The attendance at the Newspaper-room for 308 days, was 330,808, and the 
daily average 1,074, being an increase of 26,122 for the year and of 69 per day. 
During the past five years the attendance at this branch of the Library has doubled, 
the figures for 1897 being 154,669. The accommodation in the Newspaper-room is 
already inadequate for the proper display of the papers and the convenience of the 
public. 

The total attendance at,all branches of the Library was 661,753, the average 
on week-days 2,146, and on Sundays (four hours) 158 at the Reference Library alone. 
Further details are given in Appendix B. 


4. In the Lending Branch the borrowers numbered 8,821, showing an increase 

of 510. The number of volumes issued was 133,215, being an increase of 27,176. 
Each borrower used on a average 15:1 books during the year. During the past ten 
years the work in the Lending Branch has doubled. In 1892 the borrowers 
numbered 5,202, the total volumes issued 70,649, and the daily average 226 volumes. 
In Appendix C will be found details of the classes of books used, showing for each 
class— 

(a) The number of books available at the end of the year. 

(0) The number issued during the year. 

(c) The daily average of volumes issued. 

(d) The ratio between volumes and issues. 


These figures show that fiction forms 15:4 per cent. of the total volumes in 
the Lending Branch, and 57:4 per cent. of the total issues, and that each volume 
of fiction was borrowed, on an average, more than 18 times during the year. There 
has been a decided increase in the use of fiction in the Lending Branch during this 
year, from 42°3 to 57°4 per cent. of the total issues; but it is only fair to point out 
that a very large proportion of these issues of fiction consists of stories for boys 
and girls, of each of which it is necessary to have from two to six copies, all of them 
being in constant demand by young readers ; also that, in the re-classification of the 
books lately made, many which were previously classed as general literature are 
now more properly placed in fiction, and consequently, while the ratio of fiction 
has gone up, that of general literature has apparently gone down from 6°8 to 
2°6 this year. 


5. The figures given in Appendix D show to what extent and in what 
direction the public avail themselves of the contents of the Reference Library on 
Sundays. During this year, and, in accordance with the new By-laws made by the 
Trustees in terms of ‘‘The Public Library and Art Gallery Act,” the Newspaper- 
room was closed on Sundays. 


6. The system of fines in the Lending Branch, introduced in April, caused 
at the outset some slight friction, which has now, however, almost entirely 
disappeared. As many as 1,071 borrowers surrendered their tickets rather than pay 
the fines incurred by them through. their own negligence, amounting to £21 2s. 6d. 
The greatest advantages arising from the introduction of the system, which is 
universal in all Lending Libraries, have accrued to the borrowers themselves, since 
complaints are now seldom heard of the detention of desirable books beyond the 
prescribed period by some borrowers to the detriment of others. 


7. Notwithstanding the large increase in the business of the Lending Branch 
during the past two years, it has been satisfactorily dealt with without any addition 
to the staff, which is due, firstly, to the very efficient services of the five young lady 
assistants, who have shown special aptitude for this work; and, secondly, to the 
practical value of the new Chivers Indicator, which has greatly reduced the 
mechanical labour of the branch. 


8. During the year 225 boxes, containing 10,188 volumes, were sent to 122 
country centres, and there is abundant ev idence that this branch of the Tiistaaes 
work is beaches) appreciated by country students, and is productive of adequate 

educational 
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educational results. Besides sending out these boxes of books to libraries and 
‘literary institutes in the country, the Trustees have lent 198 volumes. to 22 indi- 
vidual students in the remote country districts. During the past seven years, 
valuable books to the number of 1,218, not otherwise obtainable by country 
students, have been thus lent to 37 small groups and 49 individual students, making 
a total of 743 persons. Appendix F gives further details of this branch of the 
Library’s operations. 


9. The donations for the year amounted to 1,990 volumes, of the estimated 
value of £383 7s. 10d.; also 162 volumes of newspapers, comprising 19,350 parts, 
valued at £123 10s., which were presented by the proprietors in Great Britain and 
the Australian States for current use. Details of the donations are given in 
Appendix G. 


Under the Copyright Act of 1879 the Library received 271 volumes and 
pamphlets, 16 photographs, and 124 maps, valued at £46 2s. 4d.; also 347 yearly 
issues of newspapers and magazines, comprising 28,670 single parts, valued at 
LIB 4s. 6d. 


10. The Newspaper-room was supplied during last year with 509 newspapers, 
numbering 48,020 single issues; of which 98, comprising 12,391 parts, were 
received from the other Australian States, and 69 files, with 6,959 issues, from 
Great Britain, India, South Africa, Fiji, Samoa, Japan, Canada, and the United 
States of America. 


11. The Supplementary Catalogue for the years 1896-1900 has been 
completed by the printers of our own staff, and issued for the use of the public. 
It contains over 25,000 author entries, and a very copious subject-index, making 
altogether a large volume of over 1,200 pages. The Trustees regret that the laree 
subject-index referred to in the last Report is still unprinted, and therefore 
unavailable to the general public. This index, which is practically a key to the 
80,000 volumes received during the years 1869-1895, is still lying im MS., 
representing the unreproductive labour of three men for the greater part of a period 
of five years. It is suffering serious injury by the constant reference made to it, 
and the Trustees would strongly urge that the necessary provision be made for 
printing it. ‘The same applies to the main author Catalogue and subject-index of 
the Lending Branch for the years 1877-1885, which has been lying in MS. for two 
years. The absence of a printed Catalogue for the 10,000 volumes belonging to this 
period—generally the most valuable ones in the Lending Branch—seriously affects 
the efficiency and educational value of this collection, and the Trustees therefore 
venture to hope that this Catalogue will soon be printed, either by the Government 
Printer or by means of a special vote placed at the disposal of the Trustees. 


12. In August the Trustees received the following letter from Mr. D. S. 
Mitchell, with reference to the promise given to him in October, 1898, when he 
first intimated his intention of bequeathing his collection to the State :— 


Has not the time come to approach the Ministry as to the fulfilment of their promise to decide 
upon a site for the new Public Library? I think the Cook Park site an admirable one, but would, of 
course, be perfectly satisfied with any other preferred by the Ministry and by yourselves. But, surely, 
the site should be decided upon, and operations commenced, at the earliest possible date. 


The Trustees held a special meeting to consider this letter, and resolved to 
form a deputation to wait upon the Minister of Public Instruction with respect to it. 
The Minister, however, replied that he was of opinion that there was no necessity 
for a deputation, since the matter was under the consideration of the Government. 


The Trustees, recognising the very serious position caused by this unfortunate 
delay, have given special consideration to the whole question, from Mr. Mitchell’s 
point of view, at several special meetings, and have now, for the information and 
consideration of the Minister, caused a summary of the whole action taken by them 
during the past three years to be presented to him. This summary will be found in 
Appendix H. The Trustees venture to hope that the Government will very soon 
find it possible to take some definite action with regard to the erection of the new 
Library, and making due provision for the Mitchell collection, as »romised to the 
donor in October, 1898. 
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13. Two of the assistants in the Lending Branch, and two cleaners, having, 
in the opinion of the Public Service Board, subsequently endorsed by the Trustees, 
been guilty of conduct subversive of the best interests of the Library, the matter 
was submitted by the Government to the Master in Equity in February on three 
charges formulated by the Under Secretary of Public Instruction, and the Master 
in Equity having reported that the charges were proved, the offenders were removed 
from the Library by the Public Service Board on the unanimous recommendation 
of the Trustees. 


14. It having been determined to strengthen the staff of the Reference 
Library by the appointment of three cataloguers of superior education, applications 
were publicly invited, and the fourteen applicants, divided equally between the 
sexes, were submitted to a competitive examination in library economy, cataloguing, 
classification, and English literature. The successful candidates were: Miss M. F. 
Rutherford, B.A., Miss Margaret Windeyer (a diploma student of the Albany 
Library School of the New York University), and Miss M. Y. Fitzhardinge, M.A., 
who have been appointed. 


15. The Trustees have determined to use a card Catalogue to complement 
the present system of issuing a printed Supplement every five years. In this way 
it is hoped to at once obviate the necessity for a large number of supplements, and 
at the same time provide a Catalogue of current books for the use of the public 
absolutely up to date. 


16. The Dewey or Relative Decimal Classification has been adopted in the 
Reference Library, as being the most scientific and most generally approved in the 
general experience of European and American libraries. All accessions are now 
being classified according to this system, and the main collection of books will be 
dealt with as opportunity offers. It is hoped that the whole of the books in the 
Library will be re-classified and ready for transfer into their respective classes by 
the time that the new Library shall be ready for their accommodation. 


17. The Librarian of the Lending Branch, Mr. F. H. Bladen, F.R.H.S., has 
been granted six months’ leave of absence, after twenty-six years’ service in 
different Government departments. 


18. In consequence of the crowded state of the main building, it has been 
found necessary to close the Students’ Room to provide accommodation for the books 
now being received into the Library, and it will be necessary within a few months 
to close the Women’s Room for the same purpose. Besides causing inconvenience 
to a large number of visitors to the Library, this will throw a greater strain upon 
the accommodation of the two main Reading Rooms, which is even now overtaxed. 
These rooms can, at the present time, comfortably accommodate only 120 persons 
seated at the tables, but they are frequently crowded with 200 people at one time; 
and there can be no doubt that the attendance of Jond fide students would be still 
ereater if proper accommodation were supplied. 


19. As the result of stock-taking at the close of the year, it was found that 
40 volumes were missing, making a total of 461 since the opening of the Library in 
1869. It is quite certain that a considerable number of these books have been 
either mislaid or improperly taken from the Library by persons who have no 
intention of stealing them, in proof of which may be mentioned that as many as 
103 volumes have been returned to the shelves during this year, making the total 
number of volumes now missing 63 less than the number at the close of last year. 


During the year two men have been prosecuted for having books, the 
property of the Trustees, improperly in their possession, one of whom was found 
cuilty, and summarily punished. 


20. The ‘Trustees have given a great deal of consideration to the question of 
the requirements for a new Public Library, and, assuming that its functions in the 
future will be maintained similar to those of the present and will naturally expand 
with the growth of the community, they have drawn up a specification, submitted 
in Appendix I, together with an illustration of the Wisconsin Public Library, which 
presents an elevation adequately representing their ideal, and capable of embodying 
their requirements.

SUMMARY OF ACTION TAKEN BY THE TRUSTEES OF THE PuBLIC Lisrary oF New Sovran WatLes 
RE GETTING A NEW LIBRARY AND MAKING PROVISION THEREIN FOR THE MITCHELL COLLECTION. 
OcrospEr, 1898—Janvary, 1902. 


On 17th October, 1898, the Principal Librarian intimated to the Minister of Public Instruction 
(Hon. J. A. Hogue, M. ey - that he had been authorised by Mr. David Scott Mitchell, M.A., to state in 
writing that that gentleman purposed bequeathing to the Public Library of New ‘South Wales his 
collection of 30,000 volumes, prints, engravings, and pictures, conditionally that the Government should 
give their assurance that suitable accommodation would be provided for the collection at an early date, 
and that it should be kept separate, and known as the “ Mitchell Collection,” and be made freely available 
for students. It was intimated that it was proposed to add to it at the rate of £800 a year, and that the 

whole of this absolutely unique Australian collection had been valued by Professor Morris, of Melbourne 
University, at £100,000. On 31st idem, Mr. Mitchell received a reply from the Department of Publie 
Tustruction, in which the Minister expressed his thanks, on behalf of himself and the other members of 
the Cabinet, for Mr. Mitchell's generous offer, and gave assurance that the Government would be “ most 
willing to comply with” his expressed wishes for the fitting reception and care of this invaluable bequest. 

On 3rd November, 1898, Mr. Mitchell communicated with the Minister, expressing a hope that it 
would soon be found possible to decide upon a site for the new Public Library, and an acknowledgment of 
the letter was received on 8th idem. 

On 17th November the Principal Librarian forwarded to the Minister a copy of areport which had 
been submitted by the Trustees to his predecessor, the Hon. G. H. Reid, on 27th June, 1883, concerning 
the state of the Public Library, and it was intimated that the remarks contained therein would substan- 
tially apply to the present building. In that report the Trustees had expressed their satisfaction that the 
Ministry of the day had determined to erect a Public Library on the site of the Hyde Park Immigration 
Barracks (now Chancery-square), and the congested state of the Library was brought under notice. 

The Principal Librarian informed the Minister on 17th January, 1899, that Mr. Mitchell had 
expressed a desire to hand over 15,000 volumes as soon as accommodation should have been provided. 
The Principal Librarian suggested the advisa ability of utilising the residence adjoining the Library, at that 
time occupied by himself, for storing this first instalment, ‘and the Minister in reply, on 6th February, 
suggested to Mr. Mitchell the adoption of this course. Mr. Mitchell on 14th February intimated that he 
would be willing to hand over as many volumes as could be accommodated in the way suggested, provided 
that access to the books should be regulated as nearly as possible as in the British Museum; and four 
days later the Minister accepted this offer, with thanks, on the terms epee nees This was duly recorded 
in the Trustees’ Annual Report for 1898. 

On 20th March, 1899, the Hon. Dr. Norton, President of the Phu ctee in a letter to the Minister 
regarding the nature of the changes i in respect to the Principal Librarian’s residence, which the handing 
over of the first instalment of books would involve, mentioned that Mr. Mitchell proposed to endow the 
Library with a sum sufficient to enable the Trustees to ensure the steady growth of his collection, and in 
this connection stated that, as Mr. Mitchell’s legal adviser, he had informed him that the only satisfactory 
way in which the fulfilment of his wishes could be accomplished would be by the incorporation of the 
‘Trustees, so as to ensure their perpetual succession. The necessity for the erection of a new Library in 
the near future was also urged. The Minister replied, on 25th idem, that while he sympathised with 
Mr. Mitchell’s solicitude regarding his collection, the question of the choice of a site demanded serious 
consideration. He was of opinion that the one at the top of King-street was the most desirable. Some 
difficulty might be experienced in finding accommodation for the Law Courts, but this need not involve 
any serious delay. The Minister was in accord with the suggestion as to incorporation. 


On 
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On 18th September, 1899, the first instalment of books having been received, the Minister was 
requested to move the Public Service Board to provide an officer to catalogue them. Nothing was done 
in this direction, but the Trustees have since been able to re-organise the staff, and thereby provide for 
this important work without additional expense. 

The Principal Librarian, on 13th October, communicated with the Minister of Public Instruction 
(Hon. J. Perry, M.L.A.), pointing out the insufficiency of the present Library building, and urging that 
steps be taken to provide adequate accommodation for the Mitchell Collection. It was also requested 
that the matter of the incorporation of the Trustees might be expedited, to enable Mr. Mitchell to make 
definite arrangements for the endowment of his collection. 

In December, 1899, a Bill for the incorporation of this Institution was introduced by the Hon. 
B. R. Wise, and passed as “The Public Library and Art Gallery Act, 1899.” On 25th January, 1900, a 
further communication reporting the congestion of the present building was forwarded to the Minister, 
and he was invited to inspect the Library, to satisfy himself as to its crowded condition. 

In their report for 1899 the Trustees again urged the necessity for early consideration of the best 
method of dealing with this important matter, and predicted that in two years’ time all parts of the 
present building would be absolutely packed full of presses of books, with only 2 feet of passage between 
them. This prediction has now been amply verified. 

On 23rd August, 1900, a deputation of six Trustees waited on Mr. Perry, to urge that a new and 
eommodious building should be erected on the site (Chancery-square) approved by the Legislative 
Assembly, 15th March, 1881, or on such other eligible site as might be chosen by the Government. The 
Minister intimated that he would have the matter submitted without delay to the Public Works 
Committee, and assured the deputation that the housing of the Mitchell Library and the erection of a 
Public Library were within measurable distance. 

On 5th October, 1900, the Principal Librarian reported, that at the last meeting of the 
Trustees it had unanimously been resolved that a communication be sent to the Minister, asking that 
steps be taken to obtain authority for the early erection of a new building; and on 8rd November a 
rough sketch of the requirements of a new library, as approved by the Trustees, was furnished. 

On 29th May, 1901, it was intimated by the Minister of Public Instruction that the question of a 
site for the new library was under consideration, and that the matter would be referred to the Public 
Works Committee. It was also publicly announced that he himself favoured the present site of the 
Department of Public Instruction as the site for a new library. 

In their Annual Report for 1900, the Trustees again reported the action taken by them during 
the year, and said :— 

“The Trustees deeply regret that no definite decision has yet been arrived at with regard to this 
important matter, and they regard with very great anxiety the probable effect of this delay on the 
intentions of Mr. Mitchell, who has naturally been expecting the realisation of the promises made to him 
more than two years ago, when he intimated his intentions with regard to his collection and the 
endowment to accompany the same, and was assured that the Government would lose no time in 
complying with the conditions of his gift. 

“Phe Trustees have good grounds for advising the Minister that any further delay in carrying 
out the promises of the Government with regard to Mr. Mitchell’s bequest may have a very serious effect 
on the final disposition of his library, and the endowment which he intends to provide with it. 

“The Trustees can only reiterate with increased emphasis the remarks in their last report with 
regard to the crowded and inconvenient conditions of the present building, and the absolute impossibility, 
under present conditions, of managing the Library in accordance with the most approved principles of 
library economy.” 

In this report they also gave the following resumé of all that had been done with regard to the 
erection of a new Library from the year 1879 down to date:— 

In August, 1879, a special meeting of the Board was held, to consider a letter from the Minister 
of Public Instruction, inviting them “to offer suggestions as to the site, &c., for the proposed new 

building, as the question of erecting a new Public Library would shortly engage the attention of the 
Government”; and in response to that request the Trustees chose four sites, which they considered 
suitable for the purposes of a Public Library ; and indicated that the first, the site of the old Hyde Park 
Barracks and parade ground, was pre-eminently suitable for their requirements. The second was the 
site of Cook Park, which, it is interesting to note, was originally granted by Governor Darling, in 1827, as 
a site for the Australian Subscription Library, besides two allotments above Rushcutter’s Bay, in aid of 
the building fund. Governor Bourise having disallowed the grant of the Cook Park allotments, the present 
site at the corner of Bent and Macquarie Streets was granted by Sir George Gipps in 1842, and with the 
proceeds of the sale of the other allotments, which had realised £3,384 in 1840, the building was erected 
which stood here till 1885. This was bought by the Government in 1869, with the collection of 16,000 
volumes, for £5,100, and became the Sydney Free Public Library. 

By the Appropriation Act of 1879, the sum of £150,000 (Item 844) was voted for the erection of 
a new public library, out of which about £25,000 only was spent in the years 1884 and 1887. 

On 24th November, 1889, by virtue of “The Lands for Public Purposes Acquisition Act,’ 44 
Victoria No. 16 of 1880, the Government resumed the present site of the Girls’ High School and all the 
contiguous lana, extending on the south to Market-street, and bounded by Elizabeth and Castlereagh 
Streets, ‘‘for the purpose of the erection thereon of a Public Library, and of buildings to be used in 
connection therewith.” This was not one of the four sites chosen by the Trustees of that day, nor is it 
considered by the Trustees of to-day a very suitable site for the purposes of a library ; but it may be fairly 
urged that this site practically belongs to the Library, owing to the generous Parliamentary Vote of 1879, 
and the subsequent action of the Government of the day. ‘The properties included in this resumption are 
entered in the books of the Government Agent as “ Library properties,’ and have been yielding rents to 
the value of more than £1,200 per annum for the last twenty years, without reckoning anything for the 
large premises used by the Girls’ High School. 

In 1879, the Colonial Architect prepared plans of a Public Library and Art Gallery, which was to 
be built along William and Yurong Streets, forming, with the Australian Museum, a noble block of 
buildings. The Library was planned to hold 200,000 volumes, and the central reading-room to 
accommodate 600 readers. An elevation of this handsome building, as proposed, was published as a 
supplement to the Sydney Mazi, 14th June, 1879. In 
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In March, 1881, a motion was carried in the Legislative Assembly, in opposition to the Ministry 
of the day, in favour of building the new Library on the site of the Hyde Park Barracks, now called 
Chancery-square, and on 20th June, 1883, the Minister of Public Instruction informed the Trustees that 
“the Government had determined to erect a Free Public Library on a block of Crown land at the top of 
King-street, where the Immigration Barracks, District Court, and the Colonial Architect’s office now 
stand.” The Trustees at once assured the Minister of their entire satisfaction ‘‘that the position of 
the site had finally been chosen, and that one so suitable in every respect had been found.” Acting on 
instructions, the Colonial Architect, thereupon, after several conferences with the Trustees, prepared new 
plans of a handsome and suitable building fora Public Library to be built on this site, but nothing further 
was done in the matter. 

- On the 5th October, 1882, Sir Henry Parkes moved in the Legislative Assembly, ‘‘ That this House 
approves of a suitable portion of the land now occupied by the Benevolent Asylum, and the residence of 
the Inspector-General of Police, in Pitt-street South, being set apart and appropriated as asite fora Free 
Public Library.” He also brought forward a proposition in favour of inviting competitive designs from all 
the Australasian Colonies, “‘ which should provide for an elevation by dome or tower to form a conspicuous 
object of attraction in the approaches to the city.” In introducing the subject at that time, more than 
eighteen years ago, he said: “ We (the Government) think it is an object of the highest consideration in 
respect to the Library that the sanction of Parliament should be at once given to the commencement of 
this great national institution,’ and as the money (£150,000, voted in 1879) was available, he proposed to 
commence building within one month after having laid the successful designs, with estimate of cost, on 
the Table of the House. After a prolonged debate, the proposition was negatived by a large majority, 
the opinion of the members being clearly against the proposed site as unsuitable for the purpose in view, 
in comparison with that which had been approved by them in March, 1881. 

In 1884, owing to the dangerous condition of the existing building, it was found necessary to take 
down the Bent-street section of it, and rebuild it at a cost of £12,247; and in 1887 the Macquarie-street 
frontage had to be replaced for the same reason, at a cost of £10,455. The contract for the necessary 
fittings amounted to £2,443, so that a total of £25,145 had to be spent on what was necessarily an 
unsuitable and inadequate building. The Trustees reported to the Minister in 1884 that “ they considered 
all enlargements and adaptations of the present building to be of an essentially temporary and makeshift 
character.” 

In December, 1900, a Select Committee of the House reported: “It is but fair to the Principal 
Librarian and the staff to add that your Committee are satisfied that the very best use is made of the 
limited wall and floor space at their disposal,” and further “ Your Committee feel it incumbent upon them 
to urge that steps be taken, without further deiay, in the direction of providing a building capable of 
accommodating the accumulated literary treasures of the State.” 

On 17th August, 1901, the Board held a special meeting to consider the suggestion which had been 
made of taking the site of the Public Instruction Department for the new Library, and resolved: (1)*that 
the site was far too small, comprising less than three-quarters of an acre; and (2) that {the piecemeal 
method of construction which would be necessary would prevent the internal arrangements of the Library 
from being in accord with the latest principles of library economy, and would preclude the erection of an 
appropriately noble building harmoniously planned. Asit has been publicly announced that the site placed 
first by the Trustees in 1879, and still preferred by them, has been set apart for the new Law Courts, the 
Trustees can now recommend no better site than their original second choice of Cook Park. A site of | 
two acres in this park is now recommended as highly suitable, both in point of size, position, elevation, 
and isolation by roads from surrounding land, and in view of the fact that the appropriation of the 
land would not deprive the general public of any actual privileges that need be taken into serious 
consideration. 

On the 22nd August a communication was received from Mr. Mitchell, suggesting that the 
Ministry should be approached on the subject of choosing a site. The Minister, on 29th idem, submitted 
a copy of the particulars and conditions upon which it was proposed to invite competitive designs for a 
new Public Library, and requested that the Trustees would state their views regarding the proposals. 
Special meetings of the Board were held in September, and on the 27th of that month the Trustees 
submitted a rough specification of the requirements of a Public Library calculated to provide sufficient 
accommodation for twenty years’ growth, and to allow of expansion for fifty years without any funda- 
mental change of plan. At the same time a sketch plan was submitted, with the request that the 
Government Architect might be moved to furnish, for the Trustees’ further consideration, a simple 
ground plan of the three floors as per specification, and also a sketch elevation. No reply has been 
received to this request. 

The Principal Librarian, on 6th September, drew up a report, pointing out the necessity for 
choosing a site of adequate area, and indicating the many advantages of Cook Park (failing the original 
choice of the Trustees in 1879), and on 14th idem prepared a memorandum on the subject, which was 
submitted to the Minister a fortnight later by order of the Trustees. On 18th September the Minister 
was invited to receive a deputation from the Trustees in regard to Mr. Mitchell’s letter of 22nd August, 
and it was intimated that the Trustees had unanimously decided to recommend the securing of two acres 
of Cook Park as the site. A reply was received on 24th idem, stating that the Minister was of opinion 
that, since the matter was under the consideration of the Government, there was no necessity for a 
deputation. 

Mr. Mitchell’s letter of 22nd August last was again considered at a meeting of the Trustees on 
Zzlst January, 1902, and ata special meeting on 28th idem, when it was resolved that a précis of the 
Trustees’ action in this matter be made and sent to the Minister of Public Instruction for his information 
and consideration.

ACCOMMODATION FOR TWENTY YEARS’ GROWTH, AND TO ALLOW OF EXPANSION FOR FIFTY YEARS 
WITHOUT ANY FUNDAMENTAL CHANGE OF PLAN. 


Proposed by the Trustees of the Public Library of New South Wales for the consideration of the 
Minister of Public Instruction, September, 1901. 


GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS. 


THE general elevation, exterior approaches, entrances and corridors may be embellished, but all rooms 
intended for use by the public, while attractive in form and colour, should be free from showy decoration 
or artistic ornamentation, which will naturally attract sight-seers and disturb the quiet and decorum of 
workers and students. It must be planned primarily to ensure prompt service to the public. The main 
reading-room should require few attendants for the supervision of every part. There should be few steps 
to be climbed and as little labour as possible, mechanical means being provided for raising books throughout 
the stacks and in the main building, and conveying them by book-railways to the different reading-rooms. 
As much natural light as possible should be provided in all parts, the windows in the reading-rooms to 
extend right up to the ceiling, and an open courtyard left in the four corners of the quadrangle. If 
effective natura! ventilation be not practicable in the central reading-room, stacks, and newspaper-room, 
provision should be made for artificial means in these parts of the library. The measurements as indicated 
in the specification are merely approximate, but should be adhered to as closely as architectural exigencies 
will permit, and the different rooms should be placed, as far as possible, in the relative positions indicated 
by the alphabetical order as shown, commencing with A in north-east corner (assuming that the main axis 
of the building will run north and south). ‘lhe whole building should be made fire-proof and vermin- 
proof, as far as practicable. No artificial heating for reading-rooms is deemed necessary, 

1. Central reading-room, 100 feet in diameter, circular or octagonal in shape, to accommodate 
sixty persons with writing-desks and 300 readers at tables; walls to be lined with steel book-presses, of 
standard size, two stories high, to contain 25,000 volumes of the most useful works of reference ; a gallery 
capable of being similarly lined with book-presses, two stories high, to hold another 25,000 volumes when 
required ; main entrance for the public from the vestibule ; another entrance on the east for the staff, 
also on the north and south into the two stacks ; clerestory windows ; domed roof. 

The basement of this will contain—Tea-room for the public, workshop for the carpenter, room for 
stacking and seasoning timber, store-room for spare presses, tools, &c., lavatories for public (men and 
women), to be approached by steps from the vestibule in front, machinery for ventilating reading-rooms 
(if necessary), bicycle-room for public, machinery for generating electric light (if deemed necessary). 

2. Two book-stacks, 40 feet x 34 feet, seven stories of 7 ft. 6 in. each, north and south respectively 
of the central reading-room; the third floor to be on the level of the central reading-room, and of the 
first floor of the main building; the fifth floor to be level with the second story of the main building and 
the gallery of the reading-room; lift to carry two persons and a load of books for each stack, with electric 
book-carrier and book-railway from each into reading-room and round the arcades on first and second 
floors respectively ; central aisle to be 3 feet wide, gangways 30 inches, total capacity 400,000 volumes. 

3. The main building to be in the form of three sides of a rectangle, the greatest frontage being 
approximately 300 feet and depth 180 feet, forming with reading-room and two stacks four open court- 
yards, all to be connected by a cart road. 

4, The ground floor will provide accommodation for— 


(a) Three lavatories for staff—men and women. 

(b) ks luncheon rooms for seniors, juniors, and female assistants, 900 feet, with facilities for 
cooking. 

(c) Passage and stairs, 300 feet. 

(d) Book-lift to take books up to Board-room. 

(e) Unpacking boxes, checking accessions, &c., 600 feet. 

(f) Reference library cataloguers’ room for four persons, 1,000 feet. 

(g) Country exchanges, storage of boxes, &c., 1,000 feet. 

(h) Room for storing and dealing with work of Board for International Exchanges, fitted with 
wall-presses, 400 feet. 

(7) Bindery, 2,400 feet. 

(j) Printers, 1,200 feet, and stock-room, 200 feet. 

(k) Store-room for stationery, &c., 200 feet. 

(Z) Store-room for catalogues and printing paper, fitted with wall-presses, 300 feet. 

(m) Duplicates, fitted with steel presses, 1,000 feet. 

(x) Fumigating-room for disinfecting books, 200 feet. 

(o) Cleaners’-room, 200 feet. 

(p) Two cupboards and closets for cleaners, 200 feet. 

(q) Strong-room for special treasures, 200 feet. 

(*) Passage and hall, 400 feet. 

(s) Children’s-room, fitted with tables, for 100 children, with archway, 3,000 feet. 

(t) Two offices for librarian, cataloguers, and clerks, 800 feet. 

(w) Lending Branch, fitted with steel presses for 50,000 volumes, with large delivery counter opposite 
the entrance for public about the middie of the wing, 6,000 feet. 

(v) Two lavatories for Lending Branch staff—men and women. 


5. The first floor will provide for— 


(a) Two lavatories for staff—men and women. 
(b) Three offices for assistant librarians (2), secretary, and clerical staff, 1,200 feet. 


(c) Entrance to administrative offices and passage, with staircase to second floor and to the basement, 
and lift for books, 300 feet. 


(d) Copyright-room, 300 feet.

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(e) Files of magazines, fitted with steel presses, 1,200 feet 

(f) Files of newspapers, fitted with steel presses, 2 ,400 feet 

(g) Newspaper-room, 4,000 feet, with alcove for current magazines, 1,000 feet, to accommodate 400 
readers, and to be furnished with the necessary reading-stands and tables. 

(h) Vestibule, 2,000 feet, containing cloak and bag room, stairs leading to second floor, opening into 
Mitchell library on south and newspaper-room on north, wide approach to central reading-room 
on the level, stairs down to tea-room, lavatories, and bicycle-room for public; lift for visitors, 
if deemed necessary. 

(¢) Mitchell library, specially fitted, 5,000 feet 

(7) Australian collection, fitted with presses, 4,600 feet 

(x4) Folio-room, fitted with wall-presses and glass-cases, 1,000 feet. 

(Z) Arcade or passage running round the inside of the quadrangle, affording means of intercom- 
munication between all rooms, and opening into the third floor of both stacks, wide enough for 
a book-rail way.
